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GAUTAMA THE BUDDHA 
by Ken Gillman 


The Buddha Gautama was born “about the year 563 BC" in the 
kingdom of the Sdkyas on the borders of present-day Nepal and 
India. He was the son of Suddhodana and Mahéméy4, the king and 
the queen. His birth occurred on the day of the full moon in May. 

Figure 1 is a possible time. The chart is for 6:41 UT on Satur- 
day, May 11th, 563 BC at 27N08 83E05. This is the moment of the 
full moon.

The story of the Buddha's life begins with an account of a 
dream of his mother: in it a beautiful elephant, white as silver, 
entered her womb through her side. Priests, asked to interpret the 
dream, foretold the birth of a son who would become either a 
universal monarch or a buddha. Ten lunar months after conception,

the Queen and her retinue left the capital on a visit to her parents. 
She gave birth en route, in a curtained enclosure hurriedly erected 
in a park. 

Figure 2 is calculated for 17:00 UT on Friday, August 17th, 
564 BC, at 28N 87E. The chart is cast for the moment of the full- 
moon, with the position of the natal Moon setting. This is a possible 
prenatal epoch. Alexander Marr tells us that the moons in the birth 
and epoch are invariably of the same nature: if the Moon is waxing 
at birth it also waxes in the epoch, if waning in one then it also 
wanes in the other. Here we have a full moon in each. The period 
of gestation is a week longer than ten lunar months, which agrees 
with the story that the Queen set out on her slow journey ten lunar 
months after the conception. It also agrees with Sepharial's rule 
that, when the birth Moon is below the earth, the period of gesta- 
tion will differ in days from exactly ten lunar months by a twelfth of 
the Moon's distance from the rising degree at birth. Here the differ- 
ence of 82° divided by 12 equals the observed seven days. By its 
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close square to the birth MC, the epoch lunation fulfills the re- 
quirement of aspecting an angle. 

Is Figure 1 the chart of an Enlightened One? It certainly is 
unique, as might befit such a person. 

We are told that when the child was five days old, at the name- 
giving ceremony, the marks on his body were examined by priests 
and the two possibilities previously predicted from his mother's . 
conception dream were repeated: if the child remained at home, he 
would become a universal monarch; if he left home, he would 
become a buddha. On this day transit Sun was conjunct natal MC. 
The child was named Siddhértha. 

The time of the full moon is analagous to the Summer Solstice, 
at which time the solar light is at its maximum in 0° Cancer. The 
solar and lunar forces, if aligned in an inexact opposition, usually 
crystallize into two contrasting orders or ways of life. The 180° 
aspect then represents an antagonism, a conflict between the gods.! 
However, on those rare occasions that a birth occurs with the luna- 
tion complete, an opportunity is present for the alternatives to be 
synthesized into a new and higher form of spiritual being. There is 
then the simultaneous realization of both feminine and masculine 
archetypal principles, neither predominating over the other, in pure 
life consciousness. 

The Moon's way, emphasized by its position at the IC, is to 
remain self-contained at home, not fully conscious of what is going 
on in the outside world. The Sun's way, in the south close to the 
MC, is not to be a universal monarch if that entails doing the 
Moon's will and staying at home, but to go out into the world and 
seek independence. The Moon was full, but its brightness was 
beneath the earth, unseen at the place of birth. The invisible full 
moon also symbolizes the death of the child's mother, Queen Maya, 
seven days after the birth. The Midheaven would have been 11° 
Taurus in the diurnal horoscope seven days prior to the birth, at the 
midpoint of Mars and Neptune. The boy was brought up by his 
mother's sister--the lunar crab is on the XIIth cusp, the IIrd (sister)

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from the Xth (mother). 

At age 16 he married. Converse secondary Venus was con- 
junct natal Neptune; the converse MC conjunct progressed Saturn. 

Positions of Uranus, Neptune and Pluto are included in the 
various charts, but these should not be taken as absolute. We make 
the assumption, without any evidence, that these three outer bodies 
followed their present-day orbital paths during the Buddha's life- 
time. 

The young Prince's birth occurred at the full moon, a month 
before Jupiter's conjunction with Saturn in early Taurus. All the 
bodies, save the Moon, are in the high south, bounded by the 
square from Mars to Uranus. Mars square Uranus indicates a 
person who will want his own way, who is likely to have difficulty 
settling down to a traditional life. He will not passively accept being 
an instrument in the hands of others, which a full moon can indi- 
cate. This is someone who will want to "fight out and resolve his 
oppositions." The elevated Pluto sits at the midpoint of Mars and 
Uranus, a combination that Ebertin suggests will cause the life to be 
disrupted by a Higher Power (in the epoch, Pluto is emphasized by 
its square to the lunation). Mars and Neptune, in sextile, form a 
Yod to the Moon, which can be interpreted as indicating physical 
problems. It is, of course, mediated by the Sun's semisextile to the 
two bodies, which suggests "a clean-minded, honest, straight-deal- 
ing character, with decided leanings towards practical 
helpfulness."? Jupiter is closely conjunct Mercury and closing in on 
Saturn. Venus sextiles Jupiter and Saturn, giving grace of expres- 
sion and "the possibility of considerable spiritual beauty, born of 
material hardship and the absence of the ordinary pleasures of 
life." 

The birth of Christ is also said to have occurred at the time of 
a conjunction of Jupiter and Saturn. Then, the pair met in Pisces. 

Charles Carter tells us that, irrespective of the sign in which it 
falls, the Jupiter-Saturn conjunction "distinctly favors a hard life, 
with privation, struggle, or danger. The native assays difficult 
though sometimes glorious feats, and may acquire fame through 
performances of great arduousness, either mental, physical or spir- 
itual." A person is born with these two bodies in close aspect can

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feel compelled to understand the why of life. The conjunction often 
relates directly to this philosophical questioning. 

The unusual separation of Mercury from the Sun by the inter- 
posing Jupiter-Saturn conjunction symbolizes the extreme protection 
of the Prince's first 29 years. He was not allowed to learn about the 
realities of life. Jupiter separates Mercury from Saturn. The king 
(Jupiter), prejudiced in favor of a royal vocation for his son, sepa- 
rated and protected the young prince from all knowledge (Mercury) 
of age, sickness, death, or monkhood (all four are Saturnine), lest 
there be thoughts of renunciation. He was given three palaces and 
forty-thousand dancing girls to keep his mind attached to the world. 
Yet these only served to advance the inevitable; for while relatively 
young, the youth exhausted himself with fleshly joy and was soon 
ripe for the other experience. The moment he was ready, we're 
told, the proper heralds appeared. 

The turning point came at age 29, appropriately this is when 
both transit Saturn and progressed Moon return to their original 
natal positions. The story is that when Gautama was being driven in 
the secluded royal park, the gods arranged it so that he encountered 
successively a man tortured by disease, a man in the last stages of 
senility, and a corpse being carried out for cremation, followed by 
wailing mourners. He was told that these three, sickness, old age 
and death, were the fate of everyone. He was shocked by these 
sights, and became deeply purturbed. He then saw a fourth figure, a 
shaven-headed holy man, a religious wanderer in a saffron robe, 
one who had dedicated himself to the pursuit of the ascetic life in 
order to find a way of release from the apparent futility of life. 
Impressed with the monk's peaceful and serene demeanor, the 
Prince decided to leave home and find a solution to the problems of 
human existence. 

This grand act of renunciation occurred as the secondary Sun 
crossed natal Neptune. 

The clever people who write the encyclopedias explain that this 
old story should not be taken literally, that it is difficult to believe 
that by the age of twenty-nine Siddh4rtha had not seen an old man 
or a sick one, let alone death or a holy man. Yet Jupiter's close 
conjunction with Mercury, separating it from Saturn and the Sun 
(see addendum), can suggest an astrological basis for the old 
tale--and also that we are looking at the appropriate birth chart. It 
was not so much the Saturn return, or that of the progressed Moon, 
that triggered the psychological crisis; rather the astrological cause 
was Saturn's transit of Mercury around April 25th, 534 BC, within 
a day of the Sun's annual transit of natal Saturn. 
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At age 29, Saturn made its initial transit over natal Mercury 
and, for the first time in his life, the young Prince saw what it is 
that Saturn symbolized for him in this world. Before this first 
meeting with Saturn, Siddhdrtha's Mercury will have had no idea 
that such a planet existed. 

Those who use this writer's planetary sequence methods, the 
Septenary and Decennium‘, will note that in his 29th year the 
young Prince had Saturn rising in the Septenary, and Mercury was 
conjunct Saturn in the Decennium. In the following year, when he 
left home, Saturn was conjunct Jupiter in the 77, and Mercury 
conjunct Jupiter in the 107. 

For the next six years Gautama (he changed his name shortly 
after leaving home) practiced various forms of severe austerity and 
extreme self-mortification. As a result of these severe bodily tor- 
tures, he became so weak that he once fainted, fell down and was 
believed to be dead. When he realized that such mortifications 
would not lead him to what he sought, he changed his way of life 
and again began to eat proper amounts of food. 

Tradition has it that the Buddha's Enlightenment came during 
the night of the full-moon day in May, about the year 528 BC, at 
present-day Buddh Gayd. Figure 3 is for the moment of this full 
Moon: 21:27 UT on Wednesday, May 13th, 528 BC, at 24N42 
85E00. Jupiter, conjunct Gautama's converse secondary Sun, is 
about to rise. Pluto, on the position of natal Uranus, conjunct 
Saturn and square the rising Jupiter, is coming to the IC. Venus 
opposes the elevated Uranus; Mars is conjunct Neptune near the 
Vith cusp; and the lunation, at the midpoint of natal Sun/MC, is in 
the VIIIth/IInd. 

Secondary progressed Venus was conjunct prog.Uranus; the 
converse MC was conjunct con.Jupiter; converse Ascendant con- 
juncts con.Moon; and converse Venus was conjunct con.Pluto. 

The moment of the Awakening itself could be shortly after this 
lunation moment, coincident with Jupiter's appearance over the 
eastern horizon. Local time was some 5 hours 40 minutes ahead of 
the quoted universal time, which places the lunation at 3:20 in the 
morning at Buddh Gaya, as shown by the Sun's placement in Fig 3. 
My suggested time for the Enlightenment is then around 4 AM, LT. 

On Wednesday evening the Buddha went to the base of a Bohdi 
tree and sat cross-legged, determined not to rise without attaining

enlightenment. At this point, his struggles began as Mara, the evil 
tempter who is the lord of the world of passion, approached with 
his three daughters and armies of hideous, demonic hordes. The 
Buddha, we are told, "with the sword of his mind pierced the 
bubble of the universe--and it shattered to nought. The whole world 
of natural experience, as well as the continents, heavens, and hells 
of traditional religious belief, exploded--together with their gods 
and demons. But the miracle of miracles was that though all ex- 
ploded, all was nevertheless thereby renewed, revivified, and made 
glorious with the effulgence of true being."* Faced with this, Mara 
gave up. 

Gautama spent the rest of the night in deep meditation and 
spiritual struggle under the tree. In the first watch of the night, he

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gained the knowledge of his former existences. In the middle watch, 
he attained the power to see the passing away and rebirth of things. 
In the third and final watch, he directed his mind to the knowledge 
of the destruction of all cankers and defilements and realized the 
Four Noble truths. He thus entered a transcendental, eternal realm 
of being. In the Buddha's own recorded words: "My mind was 
emancipated, ignorance was dispelled, knowledge arose; darkness 
was dispelled, light arose." 

The major configurations in Figure 3 can be related to the 
Buddha's three levels of understanding that followed upon his great 
victory over M4ra. With sunset on Wednesday, this momentous 
Solar-night began.° The Moon rose at 6 PM local time, just before 
sunset, and we can associate this as the start of the period in which 
the Buddha gained knowledge of his former existences. An hour 
later the conjunction of Mars and Neptune came to the Midheaven. 
The Saturn-Pluto conjunction set just after 10 PM, and we can 
associate this with the Buddha's power to see the passing away and 
rebirth of things. The Mars-Neptune conjunction set around 2 AM. 
At 3 AM, during the third watch, the lunation occurred, see Figure 
3, and Jupiter, the great emancipator, the planetary indicator of true 
knowledge, rose in the east. In this last watch of the night, he 
gained the knowledge of the destruction of all cankers and defile- 
ments and realized the Four Noble truths. Sunrise was around 6 
AM 

These momentous events were the coming to fulfillment of the 
full moons present at both birth and conception. To quote Dane 
Rudhyar: "...the full moon brings some sort of fulfillment, illumina- 
tion or revelation. The new solar image--the new message from the 
creative spirit--is received in clear, objective consciousness."7 

By converse secondary, the Sun had come to square Uranus. 
At the same time, on the full-moon day of May, transit Jupiter was 
conjunct the secondary Sun and transit Pluto conjunct Uranus. 
There are other aspects to the natal, but these are sufficient. 

It is of especial interest to note that this event, and the next, 
occurred on May's full-moon day, as did the birth and the concep- 
tion. Each month, when the transiting Sun and Moon hold the same 
relationship one to the other as they had at birth, an important form

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of personal lunation occurs. The transit Moon does not have to be 
conjunct its own natal position; precession can be ignored. Each 
year the most important of these monthly synodic returns occurs 
close to the anniversary of the birth, when the Sun is transiting its 
natal sign. 

Tradition makes it clear that the Buddha need not have had any 
further concern with the transient, mortal world. Out of his compas- 
sion for the mass of humanity, however, this possibility was set 
aside. He decided to devote himself, during the remainder of the 
life-span of his mortal body, to proclaiming the eternal truth into 
which he had been awakened. 

The Buddha's death also occurred on the May full-moon day. 
He was eighty-one years old. 

Figure 4 is set for 09:51 UT on Sunday, May 16th, 482 BC, at 
present-day Kasia, 26N45 83E55. The time is for the lunation, in 
which the Moon was eclipsed. The lunation occurred on the natal 
meridian. Mars is conjunct, and Saturn square, the position of the 
birth Saturn. Pluto squares the lunation's rising degree.

Secondary progressed Moon is conjunct the prog.Ascendant 
and opposing natal Saturn; prog.Jupiter is conjunct prog.Saturn. 
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The death may have occurred earlier. Legend has The Blessed 
One passing into Nirvana in the last watch of the night. An alterna- 
tive time would have Pluto setting. 

The intent here has been to demonstrate that these key events 
in the life of Gautama the Buddha, and their timings, as handed 
down through the ages, do correspond with appropriate astrological 
signatures. Charts for the exact moments recorded in the Buddhist 
religious canon have been presented. In each case charts for several 
years on either side of the recorded date were calculated and 
compared, and in each instance the recorded date appears to best 
satisfy the required symbolism for the event. They are not unrea- 
sonable. 

The writer hopes he will be forgiven if anything written here is 
considered out of place. No disparagement, of the Buddhist religion 
or of its founder, is intended. 
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In a birth chart, Mercury is usually the body closest to the Sun; 
when it is behind the Sun and separated from it by two or more 
other bodies, there can be a disturbed understanding, a delayed 
realization, of the true purpose of one's life. The body immediately 
following Mercury is not the problem; it is the ones thereafter 
which can cause psychological disaster. Mercury is returning to the 
Sun. It is, as it were, coming back to its source, in its capacity as 
solar antenna and gossip-gatherer, to report on the various place- 
ments and interactions involving the members of the Sun's family. 
It is not that the solar purpose needs this information; rather it is 
that Mercury needs to be able to relate it, and to then be told what it 
all means. But the messenger has met with an obstacle in his 
progress, a planet lies in the path separating him from the Sun. If 
there is just the one body, it will itself be next to the Sun, at least in 
sequence terms. In that case, Mercury's report can be passed on, 
suitably colored, of course, by this single interposing body; a 
Tesponse can be received, and Mercury can go about his business of 
communicating the necessary connections to the native, fully aware 
of the circumstances of this single interposing body. There are no 
misunderstandings, no psychological problems. 

However, when two, or more, bodies separate Mercury from 
the Sun, very different problems can result. If Mercury's report 
doesn't get mangled as it is passed up the line, in all probability 
what he gets back will be. Chris Costner Sizemore, the multiple- 
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personality on whom the movie The Three Faces of Eve was based, 
had Jupiter and Uranus between Mercury and the Sun. Mercury was 
conjunct Jupiter. But Uranus was not within orb of a conjunction 
with either Jupiter or the Sun. Presumably, in his own individual 
way, Uranus did pass along Mercury's message, received via Jupi- 
ter, but he has yet to come around to introduce himself to Mercury. 
And can you imagine what type of response Mercury received, 
innovatively expressed by Uranus, then blown to all proportions by 
Jupiter? Mercury doesn't know about Uranus. His presence and 
character are not understood, he is a blind spot. The astrological 
key to the Sizemore multiple personalities® is not Sun-square-Pluto 
or the rising-Neptune, although these are important factors; rather it 
is this independent Uranus, septile the Moon from zero-Aries, inter- 
fering with Mercury's communications with the Sun. 

Prostitute Xavier Hollander was born with Uranus and Saturn 
between Mercury and the Sun. Her early years were strongly influ- 
enced by Uranus, they were unconventional in every respect. When 
the unknown planet, Saturn, transited over Mercury, she completely 
altered her way of life, becoming a respected writer 

The winner of a television game show was born with the same 
two bodies, Uranus and Saturn, between Mercury and the Sun. She 
won a large amount of money, which presumably changed her 
whole life, as the unknown Saturn crossed over natal Mercury. 

In Siddhartha's case, it was the all-powerful Jupiter-Saturn con- 
junction that separated Mercury from the Sun.? Saturn's first transit 
of Mercury did not occur until two weeks before his 29th birthday. 
It coincided with the events that led up to the Great Renunciation.

He was left a considerable amount of money in his father's will, which he set about 
spending with great gusto. To protect him against his own extravagant nature, a 
court put the legacy in the hands of a lawyer who fed it out in small regular 
amounts. Baudelaire was humiliated, resentful and bitter about this. The court 
judgment meant in effect that for the rest of his life debt and poverty were a con- 
stant burden. In both cases, Baudelaire's and the Buddha's, early luxury was re- 
placed by poverty. The manner in which this happened and the individual reactions 
were, however, very different. 
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THE MOON'S CYCLES AND PHASES! 
by Donna Cunningham 


Part of the fascination of the Moon is the way it changes all the 
time. Each of the phases has its own beauty--the small sliver of light 
at the New Moon, yet with the Whole Moon dimly visible; the 
sawed-in-half Moon at the First and Third Quarters; and the lovely 
though awesome Full Moon. 

Each of the nine phases of the Moon is a psychological type, 
with a distinct approach to life. The person born at Full Moon is 
very different from one born at New Moon. People born at the First 
Quarter have a very different orientation to situations they meet 
than do people born at the Third Quarter. 

The following interpretations of lunar phases apply to the 
emotional nature and reaction patterns of people born with them. 
They'll be partially based on Rudhyar's descriptions of the types 
and partially on my own observations and research. 

Famous people are used as illustrations of these types, but the 
difficulty is that we don't know that much about their private lives 
and deepest feelings, the national Enquirer notwithstanding. Only 
their analysts know for sure. You'll notice an interesting tendency 
for certain sign combinations to be repeated frequently. For in- 
stance, the Pisces-Virgo Full Moon has produced many celebrities, 
as has the First Quarter Moon with Sun in Aquarius, Moon in 
Taurus. The internal conflicts in these individuals--or, conversely, 
the gifts--seem to be so strong as to impel them to action, resulting 
in striking achievements. Tables 1 & 2 summarize the meanings of 
the phases with some celebrity examples. 


NEW MOON: Here, the first tiny sliver of the Moon is showing. 
Both the Sun and the Moon are in the same sign, and as a student of 
mine once said, "That's a lot of juice in one small area of the sky."

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Given this tremendous concentration of energy, New Moon people 
have the capacity to achieve a great deal. There is, however, a 
certain naiveté and inability to get distance on emotional concerns. 
Such people tend to have a close identification of self with the 
mother and other females, and difficulty setting boundaries between 
themselves and others. 

Dane Rudhyar said that this type is subjective, emotional, and 
impulsive in relationships and social situations. He noted some 
confusion and a tendency to deal with others and the world at large 
as though they were shadows on which to project one's own image. 
Other people tend not to be seen as separate but as reflections or 
extensions of the self® 

The New Moon often represents a pure case of the sign's quali- 
ties, since both the Sun and Moon are in the same sign. It is the 
opportunity for a fresh, vital expression of the sign's energies and 
concerns. The New Moon is the best time each month for initiating 
a project or activity, because of the powerful, vital burst of energy 
that is released. The person born at the New Moon has some of 
these same powerfully energetic and dynamic qualities, and a capac- 
ity for achievement. For instance, Jackie Robinson, the first black 
to play in major league baseball, did so against mass discrimination 
and tremendous obstacles. He was born at the New Moon in 
Aquarius, that sign of social change and equality for all. Where this 
massive energy is directed is determined by the house position the 
New Moon falls into, since this means that the energies of the two 
most powerful bodies are channeled into the concerns of that house 
in the chart. 

Glen Campbell and Irving Berlin were born at the New Moon 
in Taurus. Both have been extremely successful financially, as you 
would expect with such a strong Taurean bent, and both are known 
for that mellow sound common to Taurean musicians. Carol Burnett 
and Katherine Hepburn also have the New Moon in Taurus. I found 
more famous entertainers with this New Moon than any other. 
Taurus, the money sign, with its fixed earth capacity for persist- 
ence, apparently impels them to success. 

Because at this phase the Moon stands right on top of the Sun 
(the sense of self), the mother, as represented by the Moon, may be 
so powerful in the New Moon person's life as to overshadow their 
identity. There may be what is known as a symbiotic relationship.

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Prince William, the first son of Charles and Diana, was born at 
New Moon in Cancer, suggesting the importance of his Cancerian 
mother and the royal family. As heir to the throne, he will doubtless 
receive a great deal of programming about the importance of the 
rather conservative tradition he carries. Brooke Shields, born at the 
New Moon in Gemini, has also had her career shaped in a powerful 
way by her mother. ‘ 


THE WAXING CRESCENT: This phase has the Moon one or two 
signs ahead of the Sun. The Muslims chose this formation as part of 
their emblem, as they considered it a symbol for growth. Growth is 
a major concern for natives of this phase, being often dynamic, 
forward-reaching individuals. With the Sun and Moon close togeth- 
er, so early in the Moon's cycle, there is a great deal of freshness 
and vitality. Rudhyar felt these people had the impulse to action of 
the New Moon but engaged in a struggle to overcome the past, 
eagerly and assertively working to establish the new. They burst 
forward to overcome obstacles in carrying out an inwardly-felt 
command or vital urge. On the negative side, he noted they were 
sometimes deeply overwhelmed by the shadow of the still-powerful 
past”. 

Galileo, with Sun in visionary Pisces, Moon in pioneering 
Aries, was unafraid to follow his vision that so adamantly contra- 
dicted the beliefs of his time. Bright, spunky people like Bette Davis 
and Howard Cosell have Sun in energetic Aries, Moon in mental 
Gemini. Dr. Benjamin Spock, the famed pediatrician whose work 
was ground-breaking in its day, had Sun in commonsensical Taurus, 
Moon in nurturing Cancer.* 

Not surprisingly, the vital, growth-oriented crescent phase has 
produced many leaders. A number of political and military figures, 
not without a tendency to ruthlessness, shared the combination of 
Sun in powerful Scorpio, Moon in ambitious Capricorn: Indira 
Gandhi, General George Patton, and Joseph Goebbels. The combi- 
nation of Sun in high-aiming Capricorn, Moon in artistic, spiritual 
Pisces has produced many notables, including Martin Luther King,

4. | owe to Velma Chatham, one of San Francisco's most scasoned astrologers, the 
practice of describing the Sun/Moon combination this way. On any given day, you 
might call her and have her machine tell you "The Sun is in sensitive Pisces and 
the Moon is in intellectual Aquarius," or whatever was appropriate for that day. 
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FIRST QUARTER: The Moon is three signs ahead of the Sun, in 
square. The Moon sign and the Sun sign are uneasy with each 
other. For instance, Cancer's cautiousness conflicts with Aries' 
impulsiveness; Scorpio's secretiveness clashes with Leo's need to 
be in the spotlight; Virgo's chasteness and faithfulness is offended 
by Sagittarius' wandering eye. Conflicts of interest like these are 
what makes it hard for people born in two signs at right angles to 
each other to get along. But what happens when that tension is 
internal--when one person has to satisfy the needs and urges of both 
signs? The person is driven into action by the emotional turmoil, for 
something must be done to resolve it. Because of this drive, many 
famous or successful people are born under this angle. These are 
dynamic, action-oriented people who can be exciting to be around. 
They make things happen. 

The same internal pressure is true for the Third Quarter--the 
same angle, the same propensity for conflict--but what natives of 
the First Quarter Moon do with the tension is very different from 
what natives of the Third Quarter do. First Quarter individuals act it 
out, while Third Quarter people internalize it. Those born in the 
First Quarter go into the outside world somewhat aggressively to 
make others answer for the turmoil they feel. Perceiving conflict, 
they want to take vigorous action to resolve it. They are "do unto" 
people--you got a problem, do it to them! Thus, in Dane Rudhyar's 
system, the First Quarter is known as the "crisis of action," charac- 
terized by a forceful, managerial approach. He sees in these people 
a drive to build new frameworks to overcome the Past, to serve for 
the future expression of new social ideals and means of relating. 
Strong-willed and self-exalting, these folks can be ruthless in con- 
solidating these new ideals°. 

For example, Carry Nation, the saloon-destroying leader of the 
early temperance movement, used an ax to resolve the conflict 
between her religious Sagittarius Sun and her potentially addictive 
Pisces Moon. As far as she was concerned, the problem was theirs, 
not hers. The problem, incidentally, started with Mon, as so many 
Moon conflicts do. Mom was schizophrenic, and Carry then pro- 
ceeded to marry not one but three alcoholic husbands and to raise 
an alcoholic daughter. Enough to make you pick up an ax, isn't it? 
She was drawn to them and to making them over, as a way of 
resolving her own internal need for nurturing. ("If I can just fix

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them up, maybe they'll take care of me for once.") 

When the First Quarter Moon is in the cardinal signs, it is an 
extremely dynamic combination, with excellent prospects for suc- 
cess, unless environmental obstacles are overwhelming. Examples 
are Dianne Von Furstenburg, the famous designer, who had Sun in 
ambitious Capricorn and Moon in impatient Aries, and the fabulous- 
ly successful film star Sylvester Stallone, with Sun in Cancer, Moon 
in Libra. Cherry Boone O'Neil, the daughter of singer Pat Boone, 
also had Sun in Cancer, Moon in Libra. She reconciled the conflict 
between the Cancerian love of food and the Libra desire for love 
and attractiveness by succumbing to anorexia, for which she had to 
be hospitalized. Her successful book about the experience, Starving 
for Attention, further served to express and resolve the conflict. 

Two well-known conservative political forces, Ronald Reagan 
and Cornelia Wallace, the former wife of Alabama governor 
George Wallace, both have Sun in Aquarius, Moon in Taurus. Here 
the Taurus Moon, with its aversion to change and love of tradition, 
clearly overrides the modernistic, visionary, and even radical 
Aquarian Sun. And yet by contrast with Reagan and Wallace, both 
Virginia Woolf, who shocked the literary world in the 1920s with 
her avant-garde writing and her out-front lesbianism, and Germaine 
Greer, one of today's top feminist activists and writers, were also 
born with Sun in Aquarius, Moon in Taurus. 

These two pairs of people have the same internal conflict, and 
yet chose opposite ways to resolve it-Wallace and Reagan coming 
down heavy on the side of the Taurus Moon, and Woolf and Greer 
on the side of the Aquarius Sun. Perhaps family history and dynam- 
ics made the Moon more important than the Sun; that is, perhaps 
the mother was more influential and security needs more prominent 
with Reagan and Wallace. Reagan's father was an alcoholic, and 
thus his mother was crucial to survival. (Obviously other factors in 
the birth chart are also important in determining which way they 
went. The Sun and Moon are just two factors, though crucial ones.) 


GIBBOUS MOON: At this phase, which occurs just before the 
Moon appears Full, the Sun and Moon are four or five signs apart. 
When they are four signs apart, the Sun and Moon are in the same 
element, and thus work very harmoniously together. With the ease 
and fluidity of the Sun and Moon's accord, their energy can easily 
be harnessed for growth. For example, both Sun and Moon may be 
in fire signs, or both in water. When they are five signs apart, the 
signs are incompatible, and there is already some of the tensions 
experienced as we lead up to the Full Moon. 
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Rudhyar says that Gibbous Moon people are eager to contrib- 
ute meaningfully to society and may devote their all to some cause 
or leader. Inquiring people, they desire growth and the resolution of 
both personal and societal issues. Because of their keen minds and 
fine capacity to associate ideas, much illumination can come 
through them’. 

The fire sign Gibbous Moons are vivacious and active in seek- 
ing their goals. When Aries is part of the picture, as either the Sun 
or the Moon, it seems to become crusading. Feminist Gloria Stei- 
nem has Sun in fiery Aries, Moon in dramatic Leo, and the reli- 
gious zeal of Martin Luther is seen in the combination of Moon in 
militant Aries, Sun in reforming Scorpio. The earth signs are in- 
clined to conservatism and to preserving the past, as seen in Senator 
Barry Goldwater, with Sun in Capricorn and Moon in Taurus. 
Shirley MacLaine, born with Sun in Taurus, Moon in Virgo, has 
both the solid business sense of the earth signs and the urge for 
experience and illumination of the Gibbous phase. 

Gibbous Moons in the air signs have fine verbal abilities to 
bring to their aims. The combination of Sun in smooth-talking 
Gemini, Moon in mediating Libra seems tailor-made for diplomats: 
Henry Kissinger has it. The same capacity for manipulation seems 
to hold true when the Moon is in Gemini, Sun in Aquarius. It was 
shared by Mayor Joseph Alioto of San Francisco, who managed to 
charm voters into reelecting him even after his misdeeds were 
known. Water sign Gibbous Moons are often seekers of experience, 
too, but water has to do with the emotions, so the quest is to experi- 
ence, understand, and master the full range of emotions. Part of the 
performing genius of Liza Minnelli, who has Sun in Pisces, Moon 
in Cancer, has to do with projecting her emotions. On the mastery 
end of this spectrum, Sai Baba, considered a major holy man, had 
Sun in transformative Scorpio, Moon in spiritual Pisces. 


FULL MOON: Some people born at the Full Moon seem to be 
especially susceptible to the effects of the transiting Full Moon, 
especially to the Full Moon that takes place each year in their Sun 
sign. This is generally the one nearest their birthday, which dupli- 
cates the combination they were born under. Others born under the 
Full Moon seem unaffected--except for the slight problem that 
people who live or work with them somehow go bonkers when the

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Moon is full and give them all kinds of flak. My suspicion is that 
they subtly provoke this reaction in order to deal with their own 
conflicts about relationships. Rudhyar says that for these people 
relationships may either mean everything, or they may repudiate all 
relationships’. 

Two types of people born under the Full Moon may be the 
enlightened and the emotionally troubled. Those who do not use its 
influence positively suffer from tumultuous emotions similar to all 
the negative influences attributed to the Full Moon. 

Rudhyar observed that Full Moon people can have serious or 
even destructive emotional conflicts or mental dilemmas, since here 
the solar and lunar urges are polarized into two opposite expressions 
or ways of life. In such cases, the personality is pulled apart by 
opposing needs. The more positively inclined may be extremely 
objective, with a high degree of clarity in their consciousness. The 
polarization may mean illumination and revelation, or conversely, 
separation and inner division. Astrologer Jesse Portis Helm, student 
of the Kabala, says that according to ancient Jewish tradition, the 
souls of the righteous are born at either the New or the Full Moon. 

The Full Moon individual's struggle to integrate emotions is 
well typified by two people. Judy Garland, with Sun in Gemini, 
Moon in Sagittarius, was effectively pulled apart by the conflicts, 
turning to drugs and alcohol to deaden the pain. Her rising sign, 
Cancer, intensified the emotionality and responsiveness to the 
Moon's effects. By contrast, Robert Assaglioli, also born at the Full 
Moon, developed the psychosynthesis method of psychotherapy, in 
which conflicting parts of the psyche are brought into dialogue with 
one another so that their conflicting needs can be reconciled and 
met. He used his Full Moon to gain perspective and to shed light on 
his emotions and other people's. Doubtless he was driven by the 
same need to deal with conflicting feelings as Judy was, but he 
chose to face them rather than to use substances to escape from 
them, as she did. He had Sun in emotional Pisces, Moon in analyti- 
cal Virgo. 

That particular Full Moon seems to be very productive, for 
numbers of famous activists and politicians were born with the Sun 
in compassionate Pisces and Moon in elbow-grease Virgo. One of 
Gandhi's disciples, Morarjee Desai, went to prison five times for 
years at a stretch in his fight to free India. Ted Kennedy also has 
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Sun in Pisces, Moon in Virgo. Given his publicized difficulties with 
women in the past, he didn't do very well in synthesizing his con- 
flicting male and female parts, yet he still continues his work for 
social change and humanistic causes. 

Many famous people whose thinking has changed our lives 
were born under the Full Moon, with its potential for higher con- 
sciousness and integration of opposite polarities. Muktananda, the 
Siddha-yoga guru, and Buddha himself were both born with the Sun 
in Taurus, Moon in Scorpio. In fact, this Full Moon is an occult 
high festival celebrated around the world as the Buddhic Full Moon 
or Wesak. There can be a less positive expression of this pairing, 
for Scorpio is not only connected with healing, but also with power 
and death. Pierre Curie, also has Sun in Taurus and Moon in Scor- 
pio, used it in his work with nuclear energy, though Curie had no 
idea of the ultimate consequences of his work. 

One gift of the Full Moon seems to be a loony brand of humor, 
a gentle way of pointing up and relieving conflict. People born 
under the Full Moon are wonderful at seeing reality clearly and at 
making fun of discrepancies and hypocrisies. Laughter can be a 
healthy way of resolving opposing needs and views and of dissolv- 
ing tension. Thus this Sun-Moon polarity seems especially suited 
for entertainment--Jack Lemmon was born with Sun in Aquarius, 
Moon in Leo. Libra comedian Dick Gregory used the directness of 
his Aries Moon to poke holes in pretentiousness, but he also decide 
to take action to correct the social conditions he found enraging. 


DISSEMINATING MOON: Here the Moon is four or five signs 
behind the Sun, in the period just beyond the Full Moon, when the 
Moon's face is missing an edge. It is similar to the Gibbous Moon 
in appearance and also in effect, in that when the Moon is four 
signs from the Sun, it is in the same element and thus harmonious. 
Under these conditions, the Sun and Moon work together smoothly. 
Less smooth is the prior period, when they are five signs apart, 
retaining some of the tension of the Full Moon. By disseminating, 
Rudhyar meant that these people like to teach others the wisdom 
they accumulate in their internal search for understanding. Some are 
popularizers of advanced ideas or crusaders for a cause they believe 
in 


The political and spiritual message-carriers with this phase are 
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numerous: Labor reformer Cesar Chavez and self-styled sexual 
reformer Anita Bryant have Sun in Aries and Moon in Scorpio, and 
Jane Fonda, who has often been involved in political causes, has 
Sun in Sagittarius, Moon in Leo. The pairing of Sun in Capricorn, 
Moon in Virgo is shared by East-West synthesizer Alan Watts and 
by Joseph Stalin. There are also entertainers—like Lily Tomlin with 
Virgo Sun, Aries Moon--whose work carries a message about 
conditions they observe in society. 

Numbers of entertainers born under this Moon do not fit into 
Rudhyar's description. They are romantic, appealing figures yet 
with zip and humor to them. People born with the Sun and Moon in 
harmonious angles to each other, like the Gibbous and disseminat- 
ing Moons, often have a gift for attracting lovers, although this does 
not guarantee a happy-ever-after state. Dolly Parton has the earthy 
combination of Sun in Capricorn, Moon in Leo, and Cher has Sun 
Taurus, Moon in Capricorn. Marilyn Monroe was born with Sun in 
Gemini, Moon in Aquarius, and so was Prince, who's very similar 
to her in his outrageousness. The combination of Sun in Pisces, 
Moon in Scorpio is shared by Bernadette Peters and Elizabeth 
Taylor. 


THIRD QUARTER: Like the First Quarter Moon, this group has a 
difficult angle between the Sun and Moon, involving signs that are 
uneasy with each other, but in a different combination. The First 
Quarter is Sun in Aries, Moon in Cancer, while the Third Quarter 
is Sun in Cancer, Moon in Aries. The conflicts are similar, yet they 
tend to be resolved differently. First Quarter people tend to act 
them out on others, while Third Quarter people, by and large, take 
them out on themselves, internalizing the stress. It's not always 
easy to make this distinction with celebrities, since in order to be 
famous, they obviously had to take action in a way the outside 
world would notice. 

Dane Rudhyar calls the Third Quarter the “crisis of conscious- 
ness," in contrast to the First Quarter, which was the crisis in ac- 
tion. He says Third Quarter people find it very important to embody 
their ideological beliefs in definite systems of thought and/or con- 
crete institutions. He observed that they tend to force issues on the 
basis of some principle they uphold at all costs. They may lack 
flexibility and often consider themselves pioneers whose work only 
posterity will appreciate. Many have a sense of humor they put to 
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work for the cause—-yet they often lack the ability to take criticism’. 

A notable example of a crisis of consciousness person who 
acted conflicts out on himself is James Dean, the cult movie star. 
He was killed tragically young in an accident that could be seen as a 
suicide, and he always claimed he wanted to die that way. He had 
Sun in rebellious Aquarius, Moon in brooding Scorpio. The internal 
seething that made him so magnetic on screen ultimately destroyed 
him. 

Princess Stephanie of Monaco, already known for her jet-set 
life-style, has the same stormy connection and the same potential 
for burning herself out unless she learns to integrate her conflicting 
urges and needs. An example of someone who integrated this 
powerfully motivating combination into a less morbid expression is 
Helen Gurley Brown, who used the Aquarian desire for social 
change and the Scorpionic interest in sex and healing to start the 
sexual revolution. She did it by writing a self-help book, profoundly 
shocking in its time: Sex and the Single Girl. 

Resolving the internal conflict through rigid belief systems 
seems most likely when the fixed signs are involved. Marshal Tito, 
the cruel Yugoslavian dictator, had Sun in Taurus, Moon in 
Aquarius. Author Kurt Vonnegut, who had Moon in Leo, Sun in 
Scorpio, used dark humor to satirize fascism. Senator Joseph 
McCarthy had the same combination as Vonnegut, but McCarthy, 
unfortunately, wasn't kidding. 

The spiritual and philosophical aspects of the Third Quarter's 
conflict are most strongly shown in the mutable signs. Liberal New 
York City major John V. Lindsay had Sun in philosophical, opti- 
mistic Sagittarius, Moon in Virgo, sign of the common man. Spino- 
za, the pantheistic mystic, had the same combination. Mother 
Teresa, the living saint, has Sun in practical Virgo, Moon in educat- 
ing Gemini. 

For some reason, I found almost no Third Quarter Moons in 
the action-oriented cardinal signs in the books on famous people. 
Possibly the actions impelled by the two conflicting signs cancel 
each other out, in the pattern psychotherapists call "doing and 
undoing." That is, the person does something, then is drawn by 
internal ambivalence to take a second action, which undermines the 
aims of the first: The two examples of this group are the queen of 
romance writers, Barbara Cartland, and the king of philanderers, 
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Henry the Eighth, both with Sun in Cancer, Moon in Aries. While 
Barbara lived out her conflict between the security of a home and 
the freedom to indulge wandering erotic interests by writing about 
them, Henry resolved his by marrying one woman after another, 
then getting rid of them, two by beheading. Henry acted his conflict 
out on others as a crisis by action person might, for the sign Aries, 
by its very nature, tends to take action rather than to reflect. 


THE WANING CRESCENT: Rudhyar did not mention this phase as 
a distinct type, perhaps because it shades so gradually into the next 
group. Here the Moon is two signs behind the Sun, in a comple- 
mentary element--fire with air, earth with water. Thus, the emo- 
tional reactions and needs are in harmony with the basic sense of 
self. These are I'm okay people who feel their own perspective is 
right and wise. They believe the world should see things the same 
way they do, from their enlightened perspective. 

The joining of Moon in assertive Aries, Sun in vocal Gemini 
had produced a bunch of feisty, outspoken people, including aboli- 
tionist Harriet Beecher Stowe and Christina Crawford. The same 
outspokenness, apparently a product of the combination of fire and 
air, is seen with the combination of Sun in irreverent Aquarius, 
Moon in tell-it-like-it-is Sagittarius. It has produced great storytell- 
ers and wits with the gift of seeing the truth and even exaggerating 
it a bit, in order to make society take notice: John Belushi, Charles 
Dickens, and Lewis Carroll, author of Alice in Wonderland. 

French poet and diarist Anais Nin, who was still writing in her 
eighties, had Sun in poetic Pisces, Moon in enduring Capricorn. A 
similar kind of peaceful endurance without the need to keep seeking 
was seen in Yul Brynner, who essentially played only one role in 
his career. He has Sun in Cancer, Moon in Taurus. The darker side 
of this self-satisfaction was shown by Nazi Hermann Goring, who 
had Sun in Capricorn, Moon in Scorpio. 


DARK MOON: At the Dark of the Moon, that two-day period of the 
month when no Moon is visible, the Moon is one sign before the 
Sun or in the same sign. If is still behind the Sun, rather than in 
front of it as at the New Moon. Dane Rudhyar called this group 
Balsamic, representing the germination period for the seed that will 
sprout in the next New Moon. All seeds germinate in the dark 
.before they grow above ground. Thus, these are prophetic or vi- 
sionary types--completely turned towards the future yet considering 
themselves products of the past. The Balsamic individual feels 
possessed by social destiny or led by a superior power. Aware of an 
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era in which something greater than themselves is taking place, they 
may readily accept sacrifice or martyrdom for the sake of the fu- 
ture, whether for a small group of people or for humanity as a 
whole’, 

Karl Marx, the prophet of socialism, had Moon in financially 
concerned Taurus, two degrees behind his Sun in Taurus--and his 
vision was an economic one. Elisabeth KUbler-Ross, whose vision 
was of a more humane way of treating the dying, has the Moon in 
nurturing Cancer several degrees behind her Cancer Sun. Between 
her Sun and Moon stood Pluto, God of the Underworld. Henry 
David Thoreau also had Moon in Cancer behind a Sun in home- 
loving Cancer, and he envisioned a utopia--a perfect home. 

Betty Friedan, one of the founders of the women's movement, 
has her Sun in radical Aquarius, Moon in canny Capricorn. Her 
book The Feminine Mystique has been called the beginning of 
women's liberation. The Aquarius gave her the concern for equality 
and changing social conditions, while the Capricorn gave her the 
gift for organizing and directing--and also made her one of the most 
financially successful of the liberationists. 

Many born at the Dark of the Moon have immense musical or 
artistic genius. The Dark Moon in Pisces is especially gifted. 
Michelangelo, one of the great geniuses of all time, had it. Handel, 
who had the Moon one degree behind Sun in Pisces, wrote The 
Messiah and Water Music, two works expressing Piscean themes. 
Enrico Caruso, another musical one-of-a-kind, had the same combi- 
nation, half a degree from exact. 

Rudhyar noted that the less positive Balsamic types may be 
fanatical, considering any means to reach their ends. An example 
was Jim Jones, who considered himself a prophet and religious 
leader yet was responsible for a massacre of his followers. He had 
Sun in Taurus, Moon in Aries. Susan Atkins, one of the Manson 
murderers, was born with exactly the same Sun and Moon as Jones. 
(Naturally, there were other factors in their charts to make them 
take this destructive path.) 

The lunar phase shows the ways the energies of the Moon and 
Sun work together. For those with easy Sun-Moon angles, the flow 
of energy is easy and little time or effort is wasted on internal con- 
flicts. For others, the tension between the solar and lunar energies 
results in stress and struggle. When one part is satisfied, the other 
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part itches. The key for those born under difficult lunar phases is to 
make a conscious effort to integrate the less conscious lunar traits 
and to accord them equal import with the needs and urges of the 
Sun sign.

THE PART OF FORTUNE 


by M. J. Makransky 


A good way to tune into the power of the lunar rhythm is to pay 
close attention to the Part of Fortune (also called Fortuna) in the 
natal horoscope. The Part of Fortune is an artificial point calculated 
by adding the longitude of the Ascendant to the longitude of the 
Moon, and from this sum subtracting the Sun's longitude. The 
resulting value is the longitude of the Part of Fortune. 

Basically the Part of Fortune is a way of measuring the phase 
of the Moon in terms of house position: Fortune conjoins the as- 
cendant at the time of the New Moon; it falls near the IC at first 
quarter; it conjoins the descendant at Full Moon; and it is near the 
MC at last quarter. 

Because it is a measure of the lunar rhythm, what the Part of 
Fortune symbolizes is joy: where in life you can find your joy, and 
can take satisfaction in yourself and your world. It doesn't neces- 
sarily promise success per se, but rather points to an area in your 
life where you can find a sense of worth and belonging. 


FORTUNA IN THE HOUSES 
The house position of the Part of Fortune symbolizes those activities 
in which you can find the greatest joy in accomplishment: where 
you can make a unique contribution of your own. It doesn't indicate 
where you'll get the most from life, but rather where you can give 
the most of yourself to life. Fortuna's house position reveals the 
area of life in which you can really shine. 

Fortuna in the FIRST HOUSE gives you a genuineness and 
naturalness of manner which puts other people at ease and makes 
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them receptive to your ideas. You are frank and earnest, and adept 
at selling yourself and putting your ideas across. Your joy is found 
in self-acceptance, which calls forth the acceptance of other people 
in turn. 

Fortuna in the SECOND HOUSE gives an analytical under- 
standing of the rules by which society works and dispenses its 
rewards. You are an astute observer of other people, and have a 
visceral attunement to and fondness for the power manipulations of 
everyday life. Money can be a way of keeping score in your joyous 
game of shrewdness and acumen. 

‘Fortuna in the THIRD HOUSE gives considerable skill and joy 
in communication and teaching. You are a good talker: insightful, 
articulate, sincere, and convincing. 

Fortuna in the FOURTH HOUSE gives you a joy in staying 
power, in your ability to stand fast on your own two feet. You are 
happiest working alone, and not having to depend on anyone else. 

Fortuna in the FIFTH HOUSE gives you a joy in make- 
believe, in setting up a world of your own with its own rules and 
rewards. In the world of other people you find kindred spirits (those 
on the same wavelength as yourself) primarily among small chil- 
dren. 

Fortuna in the SIXTH HOUSE gives a joy in service, in being 
useful and helpful to others. You take great pleasure in those activi- 
ties which meet the most basic of human needs (such as food and 
health). 

Fortuna in the SEVENTH HOUSE gives a joy in cooperation 
and in working harmoniously with others. You gain personally as 
you are able to share your energy, interest, and enthusiasm. 

Fortuna in the EIGHTH HOUSE gives you a joy in staying 
loose and fancy-free, and in not allowing yourself to be tied down. 
You like doing lots of different things in life, and actually enjoy 
uprooting yourself and adapting to new environments. 

Fortuna in the NINTH HOUSE gives a joy in objectivity and 
calm reason, in thinking things through and addressing the issues of 
life in a logical and methodical fashion. You are broad-minded, 
tolerant, and intellectually curious. 

Fortuna in the TENTH HOUSE brings joy in being your own 
boss, and in taking on the burden of responsibility for making your 
own decisions. You are meticulous and thorough, and proud of your 
personal competence. 

Fortuna in the ELEVENTH HOUSE brings joy in friendship 
and camaraderie. You are sociable and chatty, with a lightness of 
spirit which attracts and inspires other people. 
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Fortuna in the TWELFTH HOUSE brings a joy in secrecy and 
eccentricity: in maintaining your own private space and independ- 
ence of thought and action. You regard the outside world with 
amused detachment, having found a refuge of approval within 
yourself. 

One clue to the interpretation of the Part of Fortune is to 
consider it off by itself; that is, don't look at how the Part of For- 
tune fits into your natal chart, but rather consider how the rest of 
the chart impinges upon the Part of Fortune. Consider the Part of 
Fortune to be a study unto itself, like a little horoscope of its own, 
which reveals how and where you can find joy. In particular, con- 
sider the aspects which the planets make to Fortuna, because each 
of these symbolize a point in life where there is joy just lying in 
wait. 


FORTUNA'S ASPECTS 

Since what we're trying to do here is make connections, we will use 
rather wide orbs (six degrees) for aspects to the Part of Fortune, 
and we will use all five Ptolemaic aspects (conjunction, opposition, 
trine, square, and sextile). The conjunctions, sextiles, and trines 
show joy coming with little conscious effort on your part; whereas 
Squares and oppositions show a joy that is likely to be refused (you 
are confused about where joy really lies, and don't recognize it 
when it's staring you in the face). Any aspects that are partile 
(within one degree of exactitude) should be considered particularly 
significant. 

When your Part of Fortune is relatively well-aspected by the 
planets, you have an unrestrained and devil-may-care impulsive- 
ness. You are ready and willing to take risks, to trust your hunches, 
to fly by the seat of your pants. You have an uninhibited joie de 
vivre and a cocky self-assurance, a lightness of spirit which sustains 
you even in your darkest moments. Headstrong and highly intuitive 
(insofar as knowing exactly what you can get away with), you 
bounce from one project to another with an unfailing optimism and 
eagerness. On the negative side, a well-aspected Fortuna can make 
you overly self-serving and bent upon getting your own way, even 
if this is at the expense of other people's sensibilities. 

When your Part of Fortune is afflicted by the planets, you are 
self-conscious, bent inward, given to unending self-examination. 
There is a deep-seated fear here, not so much of failure or hurt as 
of being unworthy of joy. You are hesitant, your outreach tends to 
fall short of the mark. You are held back by your fear of overstep- 
ping yourself. You somehow believe that you don't deserve joy. 
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You keep many of your true desires in check so as not to have them 
put on the line; not because you fear they might crash, but because 
you fear they might succeed. There is considerably more self- 
discipline here than with a well-aspected Fortuna: you are willing to 
defer the gratification of your desires until you feel you have truly 
earned them by proving yourself worthy. Unfortunately, this often 
means indefinitely. 

When your Part of Fortune is unaspected (makes no six-degree 
Ptolemaic aspect with a planet), you have a rare opportunity to find 
joy in your own heart. Even if it should fall in the natal seventh 
house, you must learn to go it alone with an unaspected Fortuna. 
You take pleasure in your ability to rely upon your own inner 
resources for satisfaction, and in developing your own talents and 
skills. You find more comfort and serenity pursuing your own activ- 
ities unimpeded, in solitude, than you do in sharing intimately with 
other people. 

The SUN's aspects to Fortuna give you a sense of having to 
live up to something (some image of your parent); hence you find 
your joy in staunchness, in keeping a stiff upper lip, and by 
commanding respect and being a model for others. 

The MOON's aspects to Fortuna are all good contacts (even 
the square and opposition). They give you a basic attitude of open- 
ness towards life; a calm readiness to trust life, and to receive 
joyously whatever life offers you freely. These aspects symbolize a 
true equanimity (sense of balance and proportion within yourself) 
born of a genuine liking and respect for yourself. 

MERCURY 's aspects to Fortuna reveal a joy in understanding, 
which means developing skills and aptitudes, as well as communi- 
cating clearly with others. You are proud of your hard-won knowl- 
edge and competence on the technical side; and on the personal side 
you are frank, earnest, and outspoken. 

VENUS' aspects to Fortuna show a joy in playfulness, which 
gives you considerable personal charm and a concomitant populari- 
ty. You have a winning way with people. By appealing to their 
spirit of mischievousness, you entice them to joining you in your 
impulses and eccentricities. 

MARS' aspects to Fortuna show a joy in determination: in 
hunkering down, girding your loins, and facing up to adversity. 
You thrive on challenge, on bringing order out of confusion by the 
sheer strength of your own will. 

JUPITER's aspects to Fortuna show a joy in appreciation, in 
striking an easy pace in life, taking your time to truly savor your 
experience and to understand other people. You are patient and 
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forbearing, sustained by a deep-seated trust in your own (and other 
people's) finer impulses. 

SATURN's aspects to Fortuna give a joy in self-restraint, in 
holding back, in directing even angry energies into constructive 
channels. You take satisfaction in your self-discipline and ability to 
keep long-range goals and ideals always uppermost in your mind. 

URANUS' aspects to Fortuna reveal a joy in stubbornness, 
rebelliousness, and letting it all hang out. You are brash, forthright, 
and daring--happiest with the heady feeling of testing out your 
limits. 

NEPTUNE's aspects to Fortuna show a joy in other- 
worldliness: in your ability to tune out harshness and to tune in to 
something pleasurable, no matter what is going on outside of you. 
Even the good aspects here tend to bring trying circumstances, as if 
by way of reminder that you find your real joy in a world of your 
own creation. 

PLUTO's aspects to Fortuna show a joy in analysis. You are 
detached, cool, and calculating. You are quite sensitive to subtleties 
and nuances, and you relish the politics of everyday life. 


PREDICTING WITH FORTUNA 

It is in predictive astrology that the use of the part of Fortune really 
comes into its own. Transits and directions to the Part of Fortune 
show times in the life when the lunar rhythm surfaces--when the 
joyous rhythm of life is most palpable. Here we use symbolic or 
radix directions: Fortuna is moved both forward and backward in 
the Zodiac at a rate of one degree of longitude per year; and the 
times are noted when aspects are made to natal planets. 

Everyone must study the history of transits and directions to 
Fortuna in his or her own life to pick up the thread of what Fortuna 
means, personally. It only becomes understandable in terms of 
one's own personal history. Unless you have an excellent memory, 
it helps in doing this exercise to have kept complete journals or 
diaries, because the events signified by transits to Fortuna often 
seem minor at the time, and only acquire significance when seen in 
retrospect. This is particularly true of squares and oppositions, 
which tend to make you look in the wrong direction for your joy. 
But even with the bad aspects, little seeds--easily overlooked--are 
planted which often bring great harvests of joy later on. 

Symbolic directions to the Part of Fortune, and transits to it by 
planets from Jupiter-on out, point to periods (of at least a month 
before and after exactitude) in which there is joy, right there, at 
hand. This joy is not always obvious; especially with squares and 
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oppositions, you may believe that your life is being blocked by 
someone or something outside yourself. At such times you sense 
that there is joy there, but you tend to refuse it; you cling instead to 
your own conscious expectations and justifications. You may acqui- 
esce unwillingly to other people, or else make a big grab for what 
you think you want, when you could just as easily work out a 
mutually acceptable compromise. What is needed, when transiting 
or directed planets afflict Fortuna, is to take complete responsibility 
for your own joy instead of making it depend on someone or some- 
thing outside yourself. 

The favorable aspects (conjunctions, sextiles, and trines) are 
true blessings--positive feedback and things going your way. This is 
particularly true of the transits of Jupiter, but even the favorable 
aspects of Saturn and Uranus can bring a happy touch with the 
deepest well-springs of your inner joy. 

In giving judgment, you must also consider the condition of the 
Part of Fortune by aspect in the natal chart, which indicates your 
innate tendency to either allow yourself to experience joy freely (if 
well-aspected)m or else to clench up against it when it appears (if 
afflicted). 

Another prediction technique which is closely allied symboli- 
cally with the part of Fortune is the Lunar Cycle Return. This is a 
horoscope cast each month for the moment of the Moon's return to 
the same phase angle with the Sun which it held at the moment of 
your birth, erected for wherever you happen to be at that moment. 
These charts aren't difficult to calculate if the birth time is known 
with exactitude; also, astrological computing services (such as ACS 
in San Diego) can calculate these charts for any month you specify. 

In essence, the Lunar Cycle Return is a Part of Fortune return: 
where the Sun (and other planets) race through all the houses in the 
course of a day but take a year (or years) to pass through the Zodi- 
ac. The Part of Fortune races through the Zodiac in the course of a 
day, but it takes a lunar month to return to its place in the houses. 
What the Lunar Cycle Return shows, primarily by the aspects to the 
part of Fortune (and secondarily by partile aspects, especially to the 
angles), is where joy can be found in the month to come. For 
example, my natal Fortuna is four degrees beneath the seventh 
cusp; and the Lunar Cycle Return for the month of my marriage 
had its Ascendant precisely (within 14°) on natal Fortuna (the event 
was unplanned and unelected--a sudden elopement--so this fact only 
came to light afterwards). 

Prince Charles' natal Part of Fortune is in the VIth; and his 
motto is Ich diene (I serve). In his Lunar Cycle Return for the 
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month of his investiture as Prince of Wales (1st July, 1969), Fortu- 
na is partile trine both Venus in Taurus in the Xth, and Pluto in 
Virgo in the IInd (that is, it forms a partile grand trine with these 
planets); it also receives a trine from Jupiter and a sextile from 
Neptune. The Ascendant of this chart lies in a degree whose Sabian 
Symbol is A Pageant; and the Part of Fortune in this chart lies in a 
degree whose Sabian Symbol is Two awards for bravery in war. 

The techniques given above are meant to merely suggest a 
starting point for the study of the Part of Fortune in your horo- 
scope, for truly it is a window--or lens--on your true feelings. When 
you are looking at your Part of Fortune, you are looking at a 
symbol for your joy; and when you recognize the effect of the Part 
of Fortune in your life, you are seeing your joy face to face. 
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MEMORY

It's been many times proved, there's a difference between what we 
remember and what really happened. Several years ago a psycholo- 
gist decided to test how much of what she remembered was true. 
She kept a diary for six months. She then compared her memory 
against the diary. 

She didn't meet her boyfriend the way she remembered she 
did. They hadn't discussed what she remembered they talked about 
on their first date. In fact, very little happened that first month the 
way she remembered it. (Her article appeared in the magazine 
Psychology Today.) 

This didn't mean there was something wrong with her. Rather, 
she verified that since we can't possibly remember everything we 
do, say, hear, think, we must pick-and-choose what to remember. 
In this way we personalize our memories. It's also why we often 
call one another liars: “You're a liar, that's not the way it really 
happened." Actually, nothing really happens the way any of us 
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remembers it. 

There's another fact to consider: we don't share the same 
sensitivities, beliefs, values. One person will suffer terrible pain 
when a dentist fills a tiny cavity, even if the tooth is numbed; while 
another feels nothing. One person will consider a certain remark is 
funny; yet someone else will say it's insulting. To one person a 
certain action is demeaning; to a second person it's normal. This is 
why one person will say: "He was always fun to be with, he always 
thought of exciting things to do." Yet another person may say, "He 
always insulted me, always wanted to do weird things." The same 
man can be a great guy and a dirty slob; the same woman a living 
angel and a real slut. We create what is called a selective memory. 

One more problem needs to be recognized: we have a tendency 
to feel betrayed. This can happen because we want certain things to 
be my way regardless of whether or not that's possible or logical. 
It's natural then that when things don't go our way, all of our past 
good memories can be instantly converted into "that bunch-of-lies," 
the betrayer said or did. We won't remember one good thing about 
that person. Today's worst enemy was invariably yesterday's 
best friend. "I hate you, you're the one person I believed I could 
trust!" 

Let's now bring the astrologer into the picture. Clients expect 
to be told why. 

Why is life so unfair to me? 
Why did my parents hate me? 
Why do I have so many enemies? 
Why do I always choose the wrong man (or woman)? 
Why are things so bad for me? When will they begin to be better? 


Do you remember the last time a client said, "Why is life so good to 
me?" 

Our natural desire is to help. This can tempt the concerned, 
compassionate astrologer to search here, there, everywhere to pro- 
vide guidances, based on the chart, that might help the client under- 
stand why it's been that-way. If there's one thing the skilled astrol- 
oger can do, it's find a reason for everything. 

The astrologer is in a bind. He or she can't sift through the cli- 
ent's memories and say, "This didn't happen the way you remember 
it." Or argue that “you're not remembering such-and-such also hap- 
pened." Nor can the astrologer say, "I can't find a reason for what 
you experienced." Otherwise, the client simply goes and finds 
another astrologer, one who will be happy to satisfy the patron's 
expectations and demands. 
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Since I don't earn a living as an astrologer, I don't try to help 
verify the individual's memories by working hard to find reasons 
for those memories to be accurate. Rather, I try to help the individ- 
ual understand how his or her views of what's real are revealed by 
aspects and other factors in the natal chart. The world in which we 
live will always be an accurate reflection of our selective memories. 
The natal chart tells us how we are predisposed to choose what to 
remember and what to forget, how each of us works things out to 
prove that everything we remember is true. 

How does this help the individual? Simple to understand. The 
individual has no choice but to act and react in all situations and 
relationships based on what he, or she, remembers. It then becomes 
obvious that the individual will continue to say, do and expect the 
same things that together made these memories possible. What must 
then happen is that the same problems that have been suffered will 
continue to be suffered. It's just not possible to change what we can 
experience by justifying our expectations about what we choose to 
remember. 

The answer then isn't to forget what one remembers. Rather, 
the need is to understand how our selective memory can be identi- 
fied by conditions present in the natal chart. For instance, a Piscean 
can have a tendency to remember all of the sufferings, but very few 
of the pleasures of life. Supporting such a person by demonstrating 
that the remembered sufferings can be traced to aspects and transits 
may simply help justify a belief that life is unfair. For myself, I 
prefer to help people stop creating more suffering, I refuse to use 
the natal chart to legitimatize remembered suffering.

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USING THE NATAL CHART 
IN HORARY & ELECTION ASTROLOGY

Have you ever wondered why selecting an appropriate time to initi- 
ate an event is so difficult and time-consuming? The election has not 
only to describe the planned event, it must also relate to the natal 
chart. Does it describe the situation and also reflect what is going 
on in the individual's life? If not, the event will probably not take 
place. 

Most astrologers are aware of the need for tying together the 
natal and election charts. Recently, however, I attended a couple of 
lectures on Election Astrology in which this critical factor was 
ignored. 

I began collecting event and horary charts shortly after attend- 
ing my first astrology class. As my interest in astrology grew, so 
did my chart collection. Through many attempts at selecting the 
right time for events, it became obvious that a good time was not 
sufficient; the election had also to be related to the natal charts of 
the people involved. 

It is absolutely imperative, when selecting the time for a par- 
ticular event, to begin with the individual's natal chart. Identify the 
house and its ruler that is related to the intended event. The houses 
can be thought of as different arenas, each appropriate for a specific 
activity. Would you go to an ice skating arena to play tennis? It 
only makes sense to select a house (arena) that is suitable for the 
intended activity. The individuals' seventh house and rulers are 
evaluated when selecting the best time for marriage; the fourth 
house and its rulers for house purchase or sale. 

Here's an example from my own experience. In 1973 I tried to 
select a time to get married. I was determined to have a solid mar- 
riage, one that would last. I would have preferred the Moon to be 
well-aspected in Taurus, but this was impossible in the time period 
available. The available times were not the most perfect, but not too 
bad either. After all, when one is a beginner in astrology, and in 
love, one can move the heavens and the earth! I selected a Pisces 
Moon with three sextiles: to Mercury (dispositor of both of our 
natal suns), to Mars (ruler of my VIIth), and to the Capricorn Sun 
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(the Sun was co-ruler of his VIIth). Venus, ruler of my natal 
Ascendant, was conjunct Jupiter. It was a pretty good chart from 
what was available. However, what happened was not at all as I had 
planned. Because of an emergency the minister I wanted was not 
available on the intended date, so another day had to be selected. 
Everything had been set and neither of us wanted a long delay; we 
had told our kids, arranged for a babysitter, taken time off from 
work. So we went along with the changes and married a couple of 
days later, with the Moon in Aries. Actually, this Aries Moon and 
its aspects reflected a marriage in both of our charts, whereas the 
Piscean Moon did not. Three years later I was a widow and the 
marriage chart, in retrospect, did reflect the subsequent difficulties. 

The appropriate natal houses and planets are just as important 
in Horary as they are in Election astrology. When someone asks a 
horary question, the main significators invariably reflect the quer- 
ent's own houses, planets, and signs relating to the question. For a 
question concerning children, for example, invariably the natal fifth 
house and its ruler are active in the horary chart. These correlations 
between the horary and the natal or progressed charts are shown by 
exact (to a degree) transits. 

The following examples will make this clear. All stated aspects 
are within a degree orb.

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IS SOMEONE TRYING TO PUSH ME OUT OF MY POSITION? 
(Xth and XIIth houses involved) 

She suspected a co-worker of trying to undermine her position. 
Horary Mars, ruler of the VIth and VIIth, also of natal Xth, op- 
poses natal Mars. The horary XIIth cusp is 5° Libra, the position of 
natal Neptune (see Fig 1.). Horary Sun at the MC with Moon and 
Jupiter are all conjunct progressed Saturn. She has Capricorn rising 
and Jupiter rules her progressed MC. Natal Saturn is in the VIth. 

Something was obviously going on behind her back (natal 
Neptune at horary XIIth cusp), which related to her job (Xth, Mars, 
Jupiter) and involved her boss (Sun) and a woman (Moon), who 
was an employee or co-worker (VIth). In fact a co-worker, a 
woman, who was having an affair with her boss, did want her posi- 
tion. The strong tie-up between the natal and horary charts reflected 
exactly what was happening in the querent's life.

IS THIS A GOOD TIME TO LOOK FOR A JOB? 
(Xth house matter) 

Same client. The previous chart had 29° rising, which indicat- 
ed it was too late for any action to be taken. Here the Moon is void- 
of-course in 29°, but the progressed MC at 29° indicated there was 
a change coming up in this area. Horary MC = natal Node in VIth; 
horary Pluto is closely trine progressed Mars, ruler of natal Xth; 
horary Jupiter = natal Saturn in VIth. 

The Moon rules the horary Xth. Although void-of-course, she 
was already forming a grand trine to the ascendant-ruler Venus and 
to Jupiter, so I gave an affirmative answer. If I had just read the 
horary by itself, I would have judged by the void-of-course Moon 
that it was not a time to take any action. Instead, I combined the 
natal with the horary, asnd also took into account William Lilly's 
theory that a void-of-course Moon can still operate if it is already 
making aspects to planets in early degrees. The distance from Moon 
to Jupiter is 4°, and to Venus it is 5°. 

Four months later my client was offered a position as Vice 
President of a prominent publishing firm, with a substantial increase 
in salary. She started a month thereafter.

This was my own question. My son's possessions (horary VIth, 
his IInd) had been stolen. He was absolutely livid. The horary 
Ascendant, at 19° Sagittarius, is exactly the same as his natal 
Saturn. Saturn rules my natal Vth house; and it is in the horary Vth, 
which it rules, also at 19°. The cusp of the horary's Vth house, 5° 
Taurus, is the position of my son's natal Mars, which had pro- 
gressed to 19°. Venus, the horary ruler, rules his natal IInd and at 
birth was located in the XIth, his house of friends. With horary 
Venus squaring the position of my own natal Venus, my ruler, I 
also became involved. Add to these that Jupiter, ruler of the rising 
degree in the horary, and the horary Moon in the degree of his 
progressed Venus, his natal Uranus, and my natal Mercury. As the 
horary Neptune is in the degree of his progressed Sun and natal 
Ascendant, my son was very disillusioned and disappointed in his 
friend. 

He did get his property back. It had been stolen by a friend in 
order to purchase drugs. My Mercury and my first and fifth houses

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were certainly activiated, it took quite some talking (Mercury) on 
my part to convince my son not to do something foolish, like beat 
up the person he suspected, and to let the police (Mars) and the law 
(Jupiter) handle the matter. 

In a horary, the close relationship between the relevant signifi- 
cators of the players and the arenas of play never fail to fascinate 
me. It emphasizes the importance of correlating what is happening 
in people's lives, shown by the natal chart, and the timing of a 
horary, event or election chart. I do not claim this method is infalli- 
ble, but it does make the task a lot easier. 


THE CORPORATION 
Part I: HOUSES

People's expressions of their planetary energies are always at a 
crossroads: their houses or their signs. Signs show a natural talent 
and inclination. Houses indicate the pigeonholes Mother Nature had 
in mind. The signs are what we know. The houses are what we are 
forced to learn. Because most of us opt for a steady income from a 
steady job, knowing where we fit in our companies and what we 
naturally overlook in our businesses can help us maintain our 
steadiness on the path to success. 

The first article in this three-part series painted the quadrants 
as the settings for the broad concerns of any business. The 
quadrants are the operations. The houses are the tasks, sectors, and 
departments of which they are comprised. 

We are all familiar with the signs and their meanings, with the 
house with which each sign is associated, and their planetary lights 
and shadows. Because a business, whether it is a corporation or a 
corner store, is a combination of action and goods, we are going to 
go behind the signs and work with their basic construction: the four 
elements and the three modes. 
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The elements represent the resources with which any produc- 
tive entity must work. Fire represents energy. Earth is the material. 
Air is the human element, intelligence. Water is sense, the connec- 
tion to the present, past and future, time, getting with the flow. 

The modes reflect the type of action that is taken. Cardinality 
represents activation and oversight: directing activity towards a 
predetermined goal and keeping it on course. Fixity is keeping the 
process under control, doing all the caretaking business that enables 
a process to proceed. Mutability is the motion of transfer, applying 
design, exchanging assets, distributing information, the work. 


QUADRANT ONE: Exchange 


The first quadrant represents the union of plans made in Quadrant 
IV with materials purchased in Quadrant I, the preliminary steps to 
the creation of a product. 


HOUSE I: Cardinal Fire, Aries. The energy to get things started. 
The first house represents the stimulating force that transforms one 
set of assets into another set. It is the identity of a company or 
corporation, the entity which conducts business with other 
businesses. It is the initiation and preparation phase of production. 

Cardinal signs and angular houses always represent 
management. The first house is the Chief of Operations, the head of 
the Appropriations Committee, the middle manager who sees that 
all predetermined plans are connected to the whole--not as a 
company but as a production operation. 


HOUSE II: Fixed Earth, Taurus. Zotal asset value. 

The second house is the raw material that will be transformed into a 
new product, money in the bank, cash reserves, the value of all 
buildings and machinery; in short, any asset that can be sold or 
exchanged for another asset. It is the money allotted to the project 
or production that will be distributed throughout the various 
departments of the company or will be exchanged with suppliers for 
goods that will enable the production. House II is capital 
investment. In a broad sense, it covers the economic concept of 
Rent, the material costs of doing business. 

The people associated with the second house are caretakers and 
controllers, the purchasing agent, and all who function as account- 
ants. Succedent houses and fixed signs represent staff functions. 
These are comprised of people with professional expertise, who do 
not have the power to make decisions. 
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HOUSE III: Mutable Air, Gemini. Information linkage and ex- 
change. 

The third house represents the actual process of exchange, whether 
it be of information, goods, or information about goods (IInd) as 
opposed to the actual directives to perform the process (Ist). 

Included in the IlIrd house: shipping and receiving, secretarial 
pool, distribution and coordination of plans, contracts with suppli- 
ers. It is obvious that this sector has much to do with paperwork 
and with the people who facilitate the paperwork, as befits the 
house associated with Gemini. 

IlIrd house people work in the acquisition and internal distribu- 
tion process: secretaries, truck drivers, stock-room boys, switch- 
board operators, and computer operators. The difference between 
the people of houses II and III has to do with their professional 
standing. House II is the accountant. House III is the clerk. One 
writes in the ledger, the other knows what it means. 

Mutable signs and cadent houses represent the Labor element, 
no matter how well educated or whether salaried or not. Labor 
transfers a design put in place by management. Staff sees that the 
design remains constant and the production stable. 

Each quadrant represents a process and is made up of the three 
fundamental activities associated with any process: managing- 
cardinality, caretaking-staff-fixity, and doing-worker-mutability. 

The creation of the first quadrant is a storehouse of raw mate- 
rials and/or property that is the result of an exchange, the paper- 
work associated with that exchange, movement of the goods from 
one place to another, and the distribution of intelligence throughout 
the corporation. This results in: 


QUADRANT TWO: Manufacture 


HOUSE IV: Cardinal Water, Cancer. The conditions that enable 
new activity. 
Before one can manufacture, one must have a location. The fourth 
house represents the real estate and the buildings in which the 
business and the business of manufacture is conducted. There is 
much confusion in the astrological literature as to the roles of the 
second and fourth houses, especially in Horary Astrology. Specifi- 
cally they both mean the same thing. House II represents buildings 
and machinery as assets that could conceivably be turned into cash. 
House IV represents buildings and machinery as facilities from 
which to operate the business and manufacture the goods. 

The plant is as much an enabling factor as is the plant manag- 
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er, who is also represented by the fourth house, the overseer and 
director of the process of manufacture. As a result of the transaction 
of Quadrant I, the fourth house becomes the supplier of raw materi- 
als, the raw materials themselves, and also feeds the machinery that 
transforms the raw material into new products. 

Astrologers are often accused of being slippery in their inter- 
pretations because of this constant adjustment of meaning relative to 
the process or event under consideration. The scientific mind seeks 
one symbol, one meaning. In fact as in life, processes and symbols 
are not static but evolve as life and the process continues. There is a 
vast difference between plant machinery as something to be traded 
for something new and plant machinery that is in operation. The 
first is a static entity (Taurus) with a specific market value. The 
second is a dynamic entity with the capacity to produce a relatively 
unlimited storehouse of value, the product. Thus, House II is asset 
value, and House IV sets the scene for value added. 


HOUSE V. Fixed Fire, Leo. Constant energy input. 

If we look at the process of manufacture, we can see that there are 
three fundamental requirements: the place and the machinery; the 
energy and the muscle to make it go; and the plans, designs, and 
procedures that create the products--the specs. 

As a power house, the Vth represents all forms of energy: oil, 
coal, gas, hydro to run the machines, and in the old days the mus- 
cles of men and animals that ran the machines or acted as machines 
themselves. The Vth house represents, what economists call, 
Wages, which are really consumable assets, therefore costs, that 
add value to the product. 

To understand this a little better, when you exchange your 
money for raw materials in the first quadrant, there is no loss of 
value, unless you make very poor trades. If a computer costs 
$8,000, the value of $8,000 still resides within the computer as a 
working asset. You don't lose any money until you try to sell it; but 
you don't sell it in the second quadrant, you use it. Technically, you 
still have $8,000-worth of computer. Likewise, your raw materials 
simply replace the money you spent to acquire them. What really 
costs in Quadrant II is the energy expenditure: the cost of fuel, be it 
animal, vegetable or mineral; human or otherwise. 

Thus, the fifth house represents the struggle to maintain and 
add value. This can be done by whipping your workers for slave 
wages, by increasing productivity, by replacing expensive (human) 
energy sources with cheaper ones, by increasing the quality of the 
process and the product. 
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In addition to wages and the cost of fuel, the Vth house repre- 
sents quality control. As quality control it represents the people in 
charge of monitoring quality and the expenditure of energy, the 
time-study men, the foremen, watch engineers, and people who 
actually run the machinery. To understand this a bit better it is 
necessary to examine House VI. 


HOUSE VI: Mutable Earth, Virgo. Transformation of material. 

In the stage of technological development where animals and men 
are indistinct from the energy expended in the process of producing 
a product, the sixth house is naturally identified with workers and 
animals. Because today's machines are run by intelligence more 
than muscle, this identification begins to break down. Thus, House 
VI is the application of the plan to the material. There are no air 
signs in the second quadrant, so there is no new application of 
human intelligence in this sector of the corporation. The intelligence 
was created in the fourth quadrant and distributed in the first. 

The question in assigning people to the fifth and sixth houses 
becomes: is the man a part of the machine or does he direct the 
machine? A computer operator produces from a machine what he 
wills to produce. A drill-press operator works with a machine to 
produce output to spec. 

The sixth house represents animals, machines, and laborers 
who work in harmony to create a product to spec. The fifth house 
represents the people who make them do this, and who enable them 
to adhere to the plan: the plant staff and foremen. The fourth house 
represents the conditions in which they work and the people who 
create and direct those conditions: plant managers. 

The result of the second quadrant is not a product that goes 
directly to market, but a product to be packaged and marketed. 


QUADRANT III: Marketing 


HOUSE VII: Cardinal Air, Libra. Stimulating intelligence. 

Since the third quadrant begins the process that puts the product in 
the marketplace, the seventh house is where the process of market- 
ing begins. The process begins with knowledge of the marketplace, 
the competition, and with any outside assistance needed to bring the 
product to its final destination, a place that enables a sale. 

The seventh house represents one's competitors, all consultants 
who bring a special knowledge to the corporation from outside, and 
services that must be purchased. It also includes people who work 
within the corporation, whose task it is to make sure the corporation 
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complies with and suits external conditions that relate to the corpo- 
ration's power to bring its product to market. 

The people of the VIIth are consultants, temporary trouble- 
shooters, specialists in human relations, negotiators, and arbitrators. 
The seventh house also represents all outside contractual agree- 
ments: partnerships, cartels, and trade agreements that enable one's 
product to reach its final destination, including wholesalers. 

In the final analysis, House VII directs the strategy of the 
competitive playing field (as opposed to customer needs) and solves 
the problems created by the previous processes, including break- 
downs, loss of assets, litigation. The chief of marketing oversees 
the packaging of the product to make it more attractive than that of 
its competitors. The chief of public relations plans strategies to 
further the company's standing in its community. 


HOUSE VIII. Fixed Water, Scorpio. Holding firm in spite of condi- 
tions. 

If your machinery breaks down, you restore it to health in the 
eighth house. If you run out of money, you take out a loan or issue 
new stocks. The VIIIth also represents a loss of value to the product 
through the increased costs of packaging, loss of sales because of 
stiff competition, increased costs because of labor disputes. If the 
third quadrant can be considered as anything that can go wrong and 
how to fix it, the eighth house is what you do to stay alive. 

All maintenance and repair falls under the eighth house, as 
well as large chunks of what might be considered corporate finance, 
especially departments concerned primarily with loans. 

The people of this sector: loan officers, maintenance and repair 
people, corporate spies. All people who handle crises without 
changing the major direction of the business fall into House VIII. 


HOUSE IX: Mutable Fire, Sagittarius. The power to distribute. 
Where the third house concerned itself with shipping and receiving, 
primarily what goes in and out the factory door, the ninth house is 
the distribution system itself, especially the networks that your 
wholesalers (VIith) have created. It governs government regulations 
that may prevent or hinder your ability to distribute your product. It 
is the advertising that propels knowledge of your product into the 
minds of customers before and as your product comes into view. 

The ninth house is the advertising department, lawyers in liti- 
gation and doing legal research, lobbying, and the people hired by 
your contractors who get your product to the marketplace. 

The third quadrant and its houses primarily refer to the process 
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of Market Entry--getting your product from the factory to the 
marketplace as opposed to and prerequisite to the actual process of 
selling, which is the fourth quadrant. 


QUADRANT IV: Preparation and Sales. 


Within corporate walls the fourth quadrant represents Research and 
Development, allocation of funds, and the high level decisions that 
result in a product being placed in the market place. Outside the 
corporation, Quadrant IV represents the market place and sales that 
enable the corporation to raise money either through sales of 
product or shares. 


HOUSE X: Cardinal Earth, Capricorn. The implementation and 
creation of trading value. 

Outside: the market place, retailers, the company's reputation. The 
product as it appears to the customer. Inside: top management, the 
CEO. 

The tenth house represents the ultimate decision-making 
power: whether to proceed with the project (top management); 
whether to stock the shelves with the product (the retailer). A 
customer may positively lust after a product but, without these two 
decisions, he may never have the opportunity to buy. 


HOUSE XI: Fixed Air, Aquarius. Stabilizing intelligence. 

Since people are the only carriers of inherent intelligence, we could 
also call this house stabilizing people. These stabilizing people fall 
into two groups: customers and shareholders, the only legitimate 
sources of capital in a capitalist organization. 

The true source of wealth for a corporation is knowledge of 
customer needs, whether those customers are shareholders or 
buyers of the product--in short, customer satisfaction. Quadrant III 
was knowledge of market conditions and the state of the competi- 
tion. Quadrant IV is knowledge of customer needs, the source and 
motivation for sales. 

The eleventh house represents money that is constantly being 
raised to enable new productions and keep old ones alive, either 
through profits or sales of stock. Thus, the XIth is the Comptroller, 
the Treasurer, the Chief of Sales, and the Head of Customer Re- 
search. True, customer and market research are often lumped under 
the same category, but they are not the same. Nor are finance, 
profits, and equity sales the same. Equities are, in fact, a different 
kind of debt, and belong in the eighth house. Their effect is and 
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their sales are implemented in the marketplace, XIth. 

Because stock sales create ownership, they belong in the elev- 
enth house, the people who are the stabilizing force in the organiza- 
tion. Owners of shares and a pool of satisfied customers enable the 
corporation to perform and profit. Profit is the XIth house, money 
from the market place, that is, profit and loss. Inside, House XI is 
profit. Outside, House XI is sales. 


HOUSE XII: Mutable Water, Pisces. Changing conditions. 

Two conditions change in the marketplace: customer interests and 
needs, and products that are returned. The twelfth house includes 
all Customer Service activities, assistance in learning how to use the 
product, remuneration for defective merchandise, and the means of 
returning unsold goods. 

Within the corporation it is the Research and Development that 
keeps abreast and ahead of market needs. All designs and plans, 
before they are implemented, fall into the twelfth house. The func- 
tion of the fourth quadrant is to select the plans and raise money to 
fund them, and to allocate all monies received into salaries, wages, 
dividends, rents, investments, and material goods. 

Quadrant IV represents the executive decisions to proceed with 
manufacture. The twelfth house represents the predetermined design 
and the plans, organization and distribution system that informs the 
entire operation, in turn enabling the acquisition of materials and 
the distribution of plans in the first quadrant. Engineers, customer 
service representatives, researchers, and planners are the workers of 
the twelfth house. Top management and retailers are their directors. 

The customer is the stabilizer, whether he buys the product or 
stock. The staff of Quadrant IV are primarily associated with being 
the liaison between the business, the people who own it, and the 
people it serves. They are the people who raise the cash and make 
the ultimate accountings of profit and loss. 

If you have signs that correlate to the various departments you 
will have a natural feel for what has to be done in a given situation. 
If your houses correlate to the corporate norm, you may be thrust 
into those departments whether or not you have a natural flair for 
them, the ultimate on-the-job training. You may land in a manageri- 
al job without natural managerial talent. You may end up a worker, 
who is bossed by someone who cannot see the forest for the trees 
and spends more time telling you how to do your job, instead of 
what to do and when. 

If you understand that the entire chart represents all of the 
actions that are required to maintain a successful business, you will 
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have a better understanding of what kinds of people you need to 
compensate for your deficiencies. You will have more confidence to 
press ahead in areas where you are strong. If a house is empty in 
your natal chart, it gives you no particular advantage one way or 
another; but it does indicate that you subordinate the interests and 
necessities of that house to the interests and necessities where its 
ruling planet resides. This can lead you to make some poor deci- 
sions. All functions are necessary. All houses, like all slots, must be 
filled. 

In the last of this three-part series we will discuss who is a 
manager and who is not. To be successful as an entrepreneur or as 
an up-and-comer in an organization, you must know your place and 
your ability to fill it. None of us is everything, but the wise person 
will hire or attach himself to someone who has what he lacks.

THE GEODETIC EQUIVALENTS & EARTHQUAKES

Many years ago an astute English astrologer named Sepharial wrote 
a tiny book called Geodetic Equivalents. These were said to be very 
effective in relation to mundane affairs. My own research on the 
Geodetic Equivalents has convinced me that they do, indeed, work 
remarkably well. 

Exactly what are the Geodetic Equivalents? They are valid and 
definite points in any chart, whose positions establish, what I call, 
the permanent angles of that chart: those of the G- (for geodetic) 
Midheaven, the G-Ascendant, and their opposites. As we all know, 
there is an ascendant and a midheaven to any chart, and these I call 
the moving angles; with changes in time, they can be at many dif- 
ferent positions. This is not so with the geodetic angles; these can 
be at only one place, regardless of the time. Hence my name for 
them: the permanent angles. 

A chart's G-Asc and the G-MC are determined by its actual 
location, the city or place where it is situated in the world terrain, 
by its latitude (G-Asc) and longitude (G-MC). All measurements are

made from the meridian at Greenwich. This is where, by mutual 
agreement, the midheaven is 0° Aries, and zero is on the hour- 
circle. 

Working out the G-Asc and G-MC for a location is not really a 
big deal. We just have to remember to add for locations east of 
Greenwich, and to subtract for those to the west. Then, merely 
take the actual degrees and minutes of the city's longitude and 
convert these into their equivalent zodiacal longitude, so that 150° 
equals 0° Virgo, etc., to obtain the G-MC of the place. 

Budapest, Hungary is at longitude 19E05, latitude 47N30. No 
matter whether a chart is set for two o'clock in the morning or ten 
at night, the G-Midheaven will always be 19°05' Aries and, using a 
table of houses to find the appropriate degrees ascending at 47N30 
latitude when an MC is 19°05' Aries, the G-ascendant will always 
be 6°45' Leo. 

Similarly, New York City, at 73W57 40N43, has a G-MC of 
360° minus 73°57' equals 286°03', or 16°03' Capricorn: The 
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corresponding G-Asc is always 29°0' Aries. 

As a siderealist, I must go a step further to find the G-MC and 
G-Asc. I add the synetic vernal point to the initial value, then sub- 
tract 30° to get my answer. 

In my research on earthquakes it is best is to work from the 
chart of the city, which is what I try to do. However, there are 
many times when that information is unavailable. Then, as the 
synetic vernal point varies by date, I use the SVP for the day of the 
earthquake. 


SAN FRANCISCO EARTHQUAKES 

Like a birth certificate, everything must have a legal foundation. 
Therefore, a city is not an entity until it is incorporated. The city of 
San Francisco, according to the Secretary of State, March Fong Eu, 
and verified by official documents, became incorporated as a city 
on 18th February 1850. (See Fig. 1.) Note that all the positions 
discussed herein are sidereal. 

The permanent, geodetic, angles for San Francisco are: 

G-MC 4°56' Scorpio, and G-Asc 15°17' Capricorn, together with 
their opposite positions. Do any of the natal planets or points con- 
tact these important angles? These do: 


G-MC at 4°56‘ Scorpio aspects: 
semisextile Chiron at 4°04' Sagittarius, orb 32' 
opposite East Point at 5°36' Taurus, orb 40' 
quincunx Pluto at 4°15' Aries, orb 41' 
square Venus at 4°13' Aquarius, orb 43' 
square Sun at 7°14' Aquarius, orb 2°0' 
square Midheaven at 1°02' Aquarius, orb 3°54’. 
G-Asc at 15°17' Capricorn aspects: 
square Vertex at 16°17' Libra, orb 1° 
conjunct Mercury at 16°55' Capricorn, orb 1°38". 


As you can see, San Francisco's incorporation chart is loaded 
with contacts to the geodetic angles. It is interesting to note that the 
G-MC is opposed by the East Point, often activated in an event, and 
it is also opposed by the fixed star Algol. In view of these condi- 
tions, it seems safe to say that the city of San Francisco is a verita- 
ble time bomb, waiting for its fuse to be lit. 


THE EARTHQUAKE OF 1868 


Not many astrologers are familiar with San Francisco's first major 
earthquake, actually epicentered at Hayward, California. It occurred

at 8:00 a.m. on the 18th October, 1868, see Fig. 2. It is interesting 
to see that the Geodetic angles played a hidden but important part. I 
say hidden because the geodetic angles tend to be ignored. Here are 
the contacts: 


G-MC at 4°56' Scorpio aspects: 


Square earthquake MC at 2°47' Leo, orb 2°09' 
conjunct earthquake East Point at 7°13' Scorpio, orb 2°17' 
conjunct earthquake Saturn at 10°42' Scorpio, orb 5°46'. 
Solar-are directed G-MC at 23°36' Scorpio aspects: 
Opposite natal ascendant at 23°30' Taurus, orb 6' 
quincunx earthquake Pluto at 23°17' Aries, orb 19' 
semisextile earthquake ascendant at 23°55' Libra, orb 19' 
quincunx natal Moon at 24°26' Aries, orb 50' 
trine earthquake Neptune at 22°41' Pisces, orb 55' 
G-Asc at 15°17' Capricorn aspects: 
semisextile earthquake Moon at 16°21‘ Sagittarius, orb 1°04' 
Opposite earthquake Mars at 17°45' cancer, orb 2°28' 
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Solar-arc directed G-Asc at 3°57' Aquarius aspects: 
conjunct natal Venus at 4°13' Aquarius, orb 16' 
sextile natal Pluto at 4°15' Aries, orb 18' 
sextile natal Chiron at 4°24’ Sagittarius, orb 27' 
opposite earthquake MC at 2°47' Leo, orb 1°10". 


Pluto is clearly significant in this earthquake chart. Its earth- . 
quake position, 23°17' Aries, is conjunct natal Moon, opposite the 
earthquake ascendant, and quincunx the solar-arc directed G-MC. 
In addition, natal Pluto receives a close trine from the solar-arc 
directed G-Asc. 

An initial examination of the earthquake chart suggests Mars is 
off any angle. But this is not so; it closely opposes San Francisco's 
G-Asc. 


THE EARTHQUAKE OF 1906 

A gigantic rebuilding job followed one of the most famous earth- 
quakes of our time, when San Francisco was devastated by the 
earthquake that struck at 5:13 a.m. PST on the 18th April 1906 (see 
Fig. 3) Buildings collapsed and fires raged throughout the city. 
Because of ruptured water mains, firemen were unable to bring 
water to the blazes. Geodetic contacts show up here, too: 


G-MC at 4°56' Scorpio aspects: 
quincunx earthquake Sun at 4°10' Aries, orb 46' 
square earthquake Moon at 6°35’ Aquarius, orb 1°39". 
Solar-are directed G-MC at 1°06' Capricorn aspects: 
square natal Uranus at 0°45" Aries, orb 21'. 
G-Asc at 15°17' Capricorn aspects: 
semisextile earthquake Uranus at 15°03' Scorpio, orb 14' 
trine earthquake Vertex at 14°39' Virgo, orb 38' 
quincunx earthquake Neptune at 14°27' Gemini, orb 50° 
sextile earthquake Mercury at 14°08" Pisces, orb 1°09". 
Solar-are directed G-Asc at 11°27' Pisces aspects: 
semisextile natal Neptune at 11°44' Aquarius, orb 17°. 


This is a very volatile array of aspects with the Sun, Moon, 
Neptune, Vertex, Uranus and a strong Mercury involved with the 
geodetic angles. In Fig. 3 the Vertex, at the position of natal Sat- 
urn, opposes Mercury at the East Point. Uranus at the MC, opposite 
Neptune and Trans-Pluto, completes this angular Grand Cross. It is 
a formidable chart.

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THE EARTHQUAKE OF 1989 

The epicenter of San Francisco's most recent major earthquake was 
at Santa Cruz. This occurred at 5:04 p.m. PDT on the 17th October 
1989. At first glance, see Fig. 4, the geodetic angles appear mean- 
ingless. Or are they? 


1. The midpoint of earthquake Mars and Saturn at 3°50' Scorpio, is 
conjunct the 4°56' Scorpio G-MC, orb 1°06'. 

2. The Part of Earthquakes’ at 15°40' Cancer opposes the G-Asc, 
15°17' Capricorn, orb 23'. 


At the moment the earthquake struck, the Mars/Saturn mid- 
point, the point that identifies any chart's greatest danger, was 
conjunct the G-MC, At the same time, the Part of Earthquakes 
opposed the G-Asc. 

And the solar-arc directions are also effective here: 


Solar-are directed G-MC at 24°36' Pisces aspects: 
Opposition earthquake Mars at 23°57' Virgo, orb 39' 
lar-are dir -A °57' Gemini aspects: 
opposition natal Chiron at 4°24' Sagittarius, orb 33' 
sextile natal Pluto at 4°15' Aries, orb 42' 
trine natal Sun at 4°13‘ Aquarius, orb 44", 


There are some meaningful contacts in this earthquake chart 
itself: Saturn is closely (orb 26') square its natal position, Venus is 
tightly conjunct the fixed star Antares, Mars trines (orb 27') the 
natal ascendant, the Sun is trine (orb 1°02') natal Mars, and, in the 
chart, Trans-Pluto opposes the Node (orb 18’). 

Have you noticed something that piques your interest about 
these charts? Consider: natal Saturn is at 13°17' Pisces. In the 1868 
earthquake Jupiter was at 14°04' Pisces, opposing the chart's point 
of greatest danger, the Mars/Saturn midpoint at 14°13' Virgo. In 
the 1906 chart, Mercury was at 14°08' Pisces. Again, in the 1989 
chart Mercury was aspecting the same point from 14°35' Virgo. In 
each of these three charts there is a close conjunction or opposition 
to natal Saturn. 

Finally, did you notice the dates of the three earthquakes? 


1. The Part of Earthquakes is Cusp VIII + Mars - Uranus. After experimenting 
with many earthquake charts, this is a Part I believe to be valid. 
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San Francisco incorporation chart: 18th February 1850 


First major earthquake: 21st October 1868 
Famous major earthquake: 18th April 1906 
Recent major earthquake: 17th October 1989 


Each of these four dates is close to the same day of the month. One 
earthquake occurred on the 18th of April, while the other two 
happened a little past the middle of October. Maybe this is no more 
a coincidence. Perhaps the Sun is an indicator here, a timer, as we 
know it sometimes can be. The Sun passes natal Saturn in late 
March, and then, after the middle of April, it hits natal Uranus 
followed by natal Pluto in short order, somewhere near the 18th. 
Then again it does the same thing at the opposition, which occurs 
not too far away from 18th October. It appears that April and 
October may be key possibilities for San Francisco earthquakes. 


THREE DEVASTATING EARTHQUAKES 
UNDER SIMILAR ASTROLOGICAL AUSPICES

It seems that the chain of disasters which has infested our earth in 
recent months will not cease until the three outer planets, Saturn 
(malefic), Uranus (neutral), and Neptune (malefic), separate from 
one another. 


THE EARTHQUAKE IN ARMENIA (USSR), with an estimated 
thirty-thousand casualties, was recorded at 07:41 U.T. on 8th 
December 1988. At this time the above-mentioned three outer 
planets were conjunct in the first degrees of Saturn's Earth sign 
Capricorn (tropical Zodiac). This may appear to be a confirmation 
of the tropical Zodiac, but in fact it is not for an analysis of twenty

other disasters of this type shows only a slight predominance in the 
earth signs. On the other hand, earthquakes seem to be occurring 
more frequently, not waiting for the bodies to be in Capricorn or 
another Earth sign, as the three outer planets move slowly from sign 
to sign. 

The clearest mundane charts for analyzing important events are 
solar ingresses into the Cardinal signs. These charts are computed 
for the location of the event itself, not for the capital of the state 
involved. The solar ingresses, either tropical or sidereal, invariably 
show characteristics of the event. Experience shows that the influ- 
ence of a Capricorn ingress lasts a full year; the solar ingress into 
each of the other three Cardinal signs, Aries, Cancer and Libra, 
only extends for a three-month period. 

For the location of the Armenian earthquake, we have chosen 
the largest town involved, Leninakan, close to the border with 
Turkey. This town, with originally 200,000 inhabitants, suffered the 
most casualties and devastation. The other town that was almost 
completely destroyed, Spitak, with a population of some 30,000, is 
also located close to the epicenter of the quake. 


TROPICAL CAPRICORN INGRESS at Leninakan, 40N48 43E50. 
09:46 U.T., 22nd December 1987 (Fig. 1) 

Sun, Moon, Saturn, Uranus, and Neptune are in midpoint combina- 
tions around the MC. Neptune (RA = 278°02') angular (orb 2.5 at

As no convincing interpretation of the sidereal constellations has yet 
been discovered, and for the convenience of readers who favor the 
tropical Zodiac, this sidereal ingress and others mentioned here are 
reproduced in terms of the tropical Zodiac. 

Saturn, Uranus and Neptune are angular, on the descendant. In 
mundane terms:

Uranus = 336°13' = (OD + 90°) 


Saturn = 336°08' = (OD + 90°).

Again, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune are angular, at the de- 
scendant. In mundane terms: 


RAMC = 340°31' 

Saturn = 336°33' = (OD + 90°) 
Uranus = 335°24' = (OD + 90°) 
Neptune = 347°33' = (OD + 90°) 


Saturn and Uranus are in Paran. 
Mars, in his own sign, at 0°38' Aries squares Asc-Desc. 


FULL MOON preceding the event at Leninakan, 40N48 43E50. 
15:53 U.T., 23rd November 1988 (Fig. 4). 

A similar pattern to Fig. 3: Saturn, Uranus and Neptune are 
descending; Mars is high in the sky, square Asc-Desc. 

Let us now examine this event in terms of a reliable horoscope 
for the Soviet Union:

Pluto, 13°49' Scorpio, conjunct natal Sun (15°49' Scorpio) and 
square natal Saturn (14°16' Leo). 
(transit Mars, 9°17' Aries, square transit Neptune 9°03' Capricorn) 
USSR's tropical Solar return at 00:12:28 U.T. on 8th Novem- 
ber 1988 is shown at Fig. 6. 
Mars is conjunct the descendant; Saturn, Uranus and Neptune 
are close to the IC.

Capricorn Ingress (Tropical): 15:28 U.T., 21st December 1988, 
37N48 122W18 (Fig. 8). 

As in Fig. 1 (the 1987 Capricorn Ingress at Leninakan), the 
angles are in Cardinal signs. The three incompatible outer planets, 
Saturn, Uranus and Neptune, are on the ascendant in Capricorn. 
Uranus conjunct Sun, at the rising degree, clearly indicates the 
threatening catastrophe.

The New Moon is exactly conjunct Mars in the IXth, and these 
three form a T-square with the three difficult outer planets (Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptune) in the XIIth and Jupiter (opposite Neptune and 
Saturn) near the descendant. Pluto is high in the sky, close to the 
MC. 


1906 SAN FRANCISCO EARTHQUAKE 
13:13 U.T. 18th April 1906 (Fig 10). 

This infamous earthquake caused some thousand casualties, 28- 
thousand buildings were destroyed, and made 250-thousand home- 
less. 

At the time of the 1906 earthquake Uranus was conjunct the 
MC, opposing Neptune at the IC, with Neptune less than two 
degrees from the opposition to its 1988 position. For both San 
Francisco earthquakes there was a close Opposition involving 
Neptune at the angles, involving the same signs, and in very similar 
degrees!

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THE FIRST MOSCOW ASTROLOGY CONFERENCE

Glasnost and perestroika arrived on the Soviet astrology scene this 
past autumn when hundreds of Soviet and foreign astrologers 
attended and celebrated the first completed Moscow Astrology 
Conference, held at Zvenigorod, near the famous church, twenty- 
five miles west of the Kremlin. I say "completed" because an earlier 
conference in 1929 was not. Astrology was prohibited after the 
1917 Revolution--the Party rejected competing beliefs lest they 
divert attention from Communism. The suppressed cultures of each 
Republic had strong bases in pagan worship, mysticism and my- 
thology for centuries prior to the atheism imposed by the Party, and 
these beliefs and practices were not fully suppressed. However, the 
persistence of astrology underground during the 1920s met a tragic 
end. 

The Stalin regime sponsored a conference in 1929. With most 
Soviet astrologers assembled in one place, the delegates boarded 
buses expecting to go to lunch. They never returned. Further arrests 
and executions took place in 1941 and 1951. 

Freedom of expression is the theme today. Over the last three 
years astrology articles have appeared regularly in popular maga- 
zines, and there has been little objection either from official or 
academic circles to the growing interest in astrology, and other 
metaphysical subjects, such as telepathy, non-allopathic healing, 
UFOs, reincarnation, dowsing, and the search for connections 
between the mystical and the scientific. The Orthodox Church is 
also enjoying a major revival with clergy running for elective of- 
fice, and winning. 
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The recently formed Moscow Academy of Astrology teaches 
classes in a Party school. Don't presume the Party fosters metaphys- 
ics or that it sees astrology as a distraction from shortages, ineffi- 
ciencies, and a monetary system that confuses the most contradicto- 
ry economist. Party facilities are simply convenient and inexpen- 
sive. 

About 270 Soviet conferees attended the October 1990 confer- 
ence, with each of the fifteen Republics represented. Many dele- 
gates came from the Baltic, and some were from Alma-Ata (near 
Mongolia) and Vladivostok, a distance of over four thousand miles. 

Bruno and Louise Huber, founders of the Huber School in 
Switzerland, and fifteen other foreigners presented papers. The 
United States was represented by Alice Howell, who presented a 
well-received audience-participation experience, and by Sharon 
Smith, Emma Donath, and myself. Other foreign delegates included 
Christian Borup (Denmark), Louisa Giuli (Italy), and Vasily Druj 
(Rumania). 

This was my second visit in the USSR. In April 1990 I had 
given ten lectures in Moscow, at which time I became the first 
western astrologer to lecture there since before the 1917 Revolu- 
tion. Average audience size then was three hundred. This time, in 
addition to the conference, three workshops in Moscow and four in 
Leningrad were presented to even larger audiences, averaging 400, 
plus those in Sochi described below. 

In memory of those imprisoned and killed for their astrological 
interests, the opening speaker at Zvenigorod, Serge Vronsky, asked 
for a moment of silence. At a separate gathering in Moscow a few 
days later, I repeated this. The magic moment of the conference 
was the opening welcome to the assembled guests. That the confer- 
ence was held at all was the miracle in this nation where systematic 
suppression of such interests prevailed for almost three-quarters of a 
century. 

The joy of success, and the awareness that history was being 
made, was clearly shown on the faces of the astrologer organizers 
Michael Levin, Farida Asadullina, and Serge Vronsky (one of the 
few survivors from Stalin times). Vronsky is a robust, vigorous 
man in his seventies. He tells of being at an SS school in Germany, 
where officers attended astrology classes. When war broke out, he 
escaped. He described consulting for the Stalin regime even though 
astrology was officially banned in the USSR (a similar story can be 
told concerning Hitler and Nazi Germany). 

Credit for the conference is also shared by artist-musician 
Serge Dulshchikov, scientist-astrologer Vladimir Bogdanov, and the 
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director of the Italian-Russian joint venture sponsoring the event, 
Igor Granov of Inter-Contact. 

The business atmosphere so typical of U. S. conferences was 
absent in Moscow. There were few books, posters or astrological 
jewelry for sale. Underground Russian translations of Dane Rudh- 
yar, Alan Leo, and Alice Bailey are long since out-of-print, al- 
though a new translation of Bailey is now in progress. There are no 
Russian translations of modern western astrologers. All epheme- 
rides are either brought in personally, or photocopied, and photo- 
copiers and the paper for them are scarce indeed. Books sent by 
mail mysteriously disappear. 

Two monographs by Russian astrologers Felix Velichko of 
Moscow and Serge Shestapalov of Leningrad were published legally 
for the first time in 1990. Velichko and others have been writing 
astrology columns for popular magazines and journals for over a 
year now. One such magazine, Krestyanka (Country Woman) 
resembles Women's Day of thirty years ago. It has a circulation of 
22-million. Another first: three of my articles in Russian, to be 
published in early 1991. The journals are Krestyanka, Tvoye Staro- 
voye (Your Health), and Dialog (Dialogue), a scholarly Party 
organ. Their combined circulations are 32-million. 

The most personally memorable events were the parties in 
guest rooms, filled with guitar and balalaika music, and the repeat- 
ed toasts of Georgian wine and Russian vodka. 

With few books and tools, it is remarkable that Soviet astrolo- 
gy has survived at all. To bring together so many astrologers to 
address such varied topics speaks of the determination and courage 
of the human spirit to pursue an astrological path under the most 
difficult conditions. 

The most substantive characteristic of the Moscow Conference 
was the great emphasis on philosophical issues and differences of 
perspective. Remember, most of the USSR is in Asia where eastern 
philosophies and thought dominate. 

To a much greater extent than in the west, Soviets look to 
astrology as a descriptor of fate. The questions most frequently 
raised at lectures related to expected crises in the economic, mili- 
tary and political scene. Russians are very much concerned about 
civil war, fighting between Republics or between ethnic groups 
within Republics. The concept of freedom of choice is still new. 
There are few choices in consumer goods, ideas, education, occupa- 
tion, or residence. Almost all facets of life have been controlled, so 
the thinking reflects fated conditions rather than choices between 
options. Democracy and open markets are novelties. 
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There is moderate agreement regarding the birth time of the 
USSR and its leaders. If you speak to five astrologers, expect five 
different times and the insistence that the other four are wrong. The 
dates and times most frequently given are the following: 


Mikhael Gorbachev: 07:50 BGT (04:50 UT) on 2nd March 1931 at 
Privolnoye, Stavropol district: 45N49 41E31. 

Boris Yeltsin: 14:00 LMT (10:00 UT) on 1st February 1931 at 
Sverdlovsk: 56N51 60E36. 

Overthrow of the Karensky Government and end of Romanov Czars: 
02:12 EET (00:12 UT) on 8th November 1917 at Leningrad's 
Hermitage Museum: 59N55 30E15. 

Establishment of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics: 17:36 
BGT (14:36 UT) on 30th December 1922 at Moscow: 55N45 
37E35. 


One of the most popular astrologers is Michael Levin. I have 
never seen so many people crowd into meeting rooms as they did 
for him. At one of his lectures, he presented very convincing proofs 
for a horoscope of the Founding of the Russian State by Prince 
Rurik: 21:35 LMT on 6th July 862 (NS) at Novgorod: 58N31 
31E17. 

In addition to the planets, the Node, and house cusps, Soviet 
astrologers frequently use the Lunar Apogee and Perigee (referred 
to as the Black and White Moons), the postulated planet Vulcan 
orbiting between Mercury and the Sun, and Lilith. 

Eighty-five speakers presented a hundred-and-thirty reports at 
the eight-day conference. Methods and techniques dominated the 
meeting, with fifty papers detailing such wide-ranging topics as 
rectification, astro-geography (place horoscopes), Lilith, minor 
aspects, heliocentric, and predictive measures (prognoses). 

About a dozen papers each were presented on 
(1) social and political issues, 

(2) political leaders' and national charts, 
(3) teaching and consulting practices, 
(4) psychological, 

(5) medical, 

(6) physical, and 

(7) occult aspects of astrology. 

Some of the more unusual sessions described meditative tech- 
niques in teaching, handling parent-child astrological consultations, 
herbs and chakras related to astrology, endocrine gland correlates 
with lunar phases, psychic ability correlates with Jupiter, and earth- 
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quake prediction. The occult sessions included papers on alchemy, 
cabbala, meditative techniques, using transits to enhance ESP, 
palmistry, and the astrological characteristics of the Tibetan Book of 
the Dead. 

Factionalism is alive and well in Soviet astrology, and many 
students and practitioners identify with a special teacher or method. 
There is a constant search for the best. Different schools have as- 
trology relating to Druidic, the Agni-Yoga, Chinese and other 
eastern astrology circles. Alice Bailey's Esoteric Astrology is known 
by many, and there is great interest in her Seven Rays astrology. 
Extensive workshops on her work in general were given in Moscow 
earlier in Spring 1990 by the Seven Rays Institute of New Jersey. 
Perhaps the most popular esoteric school is that of Avestic Astrolo- 
gy, reputedly founded by Zoroaster, with self-appointed leader 
Pavel Globa its most outspoken exponent. 

As if the Moscow Conference was not enough, in September I 
lectured at the Soviet Academy of Sciences Conference in Sochi, on 
the Black Sea. The warm climate, with thousands absorbing the sun 
and playing beach games, made it feel more like Miami than Rus- 
sia. Lining up for gasoline could take three days. 

When have you seen scientific conferences that include two full 
evening programs featuring astrologers, psychics, and healers, and 
then spend the rest of the time on engineering, chemistry, physics, 
and biology? The Sochi conference in September 1990 comfortably 
blended the physical sciences with astrology, healing, UFOs, and 
the like. Aside from several Canadian and Alaskan mining engi- 
neers, I was the only American delegate and speaker. The main 
theme was Ecology, and my papers described the ecosystem, in- 
cluding the planetary environment. Correlates between planets and 
plants were presented, based on extensions of the work of Rudolf 
Steiner, well known to Soviets. 

In 1989 Farida Assadullina was the first Soviet astrologer to 
lecture in the U.S.A. Months later I lectured in Moscow as the first 
western astrologer since Czarist times. Farida returned to the 
U.S.A. in 1990, and fifteen westerners lectured at the Moscow 
conference a few months later. Hopefully, the exchange will con- 
tinue. 
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ALL ELSE CONSIDERED 


Did you expect an astro-analysis of the Gulf War? Like you, we 
cast the various charts and daily watched events unfold. Somewhere 
along the way, between the yellow-ribboned mailboxes and the 
appearance of the first snowdrops, just about the time flags began to 
flutter on car antennas, we remembered our long-ago feelings as 
please-stay-silent V-2 rockets flew overhead in an earlier blitz. 
Hence the article on Gautama, the Buddha of compassion--a private 
bucket of sand. The subsequent appearance of Jerry Makransky's 
Fortuna, to complement Donna Cunningham's vivacious lunations, 
confirmed this sense of direction. 

Summer's coming and we certainly have no quarrel with na- 
ture, earthquakes notwithstanding. Poseidon's ancient stamping 
ground is today's focus for two of our more experienced writers, 
Jim Haynes and Alexander Marr. Independently of each other, they 
analyze the same earthquake, and others, in very different ways, 
and each identifies separate astro-causes. Cat-skinning can occur in 
many ways. The Russians use Black and White Moons, Jacob 
Schwartz says, and they study something called “Avestic Astrolo- 
gy." Perhaps things ain't as we thought, to paraphrase Michael 
Parente. Thankfully, we have Valli Powers' commonsense approach 
to Horary, and there's Barbara Koval's continuing exposition of 
corporate matters--both of which employ a basic, nuts-and-bolts 
astrology. 

A modest increase in size this issue, another eight pages. 
Further expansion in later issues is intended, funds and quality of 
articles warranting. Our previous issue, the first of our come-back, 
went quickly. A single chained copy remains. 

Easter and Passover are early this year, and it's time to get this 
to the printer. Another timer is presently prompting the bulbs to 
send up shoots to catch the sunlight. A forest of skunk cabbage and 
daffodils will soon be rising on the banks of our brook. The plant 
calendar apparently relates to length of daylight, which means the 
Sun's declination; for sure it isn't a function of warmth, these are 
such cold, gusty days. The hidden forces of nature are so accurate, 
seemingly so sensitive to the solar sequence. They know when and 
how to respond to the arrival of the Spring Equinox. We've so 
much to learn; to recognize that all those moons glimmering in all 
those oil spills are reflections of the one Moon.
